BALA L., in Merioneth, presents some remarkable 
geological appearances. 

BATH, in Somerset, on the Lower Avon ; noted for 
its medicinal springs. 

BANBURY, in Oxford, on the Evenlode. 

BANGOR, in CaBmarvon, on Menai Straits; extensive 
slate quarries. 

BEDFORD, capital of the county, on the Ouse. 

BEVERLEY, in York ; noted for its Minster. 

BIDEFORD, in North Devon, on the Torridge. 

BIRKENHEAD, in Cheshire, on the Mersey, op- 
posite Liverpool ; has extensive docks. 
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BIEMIKGHAM, in Warwick; hardware manufac- 
ture. 

BLAOKBXJEN, in Lancashire; cotton manufacture. 

BOSTON, in Lincoln, on the Witham ; shiphuilding. 

BBENTFOED, on the Thames, in Middlesex. Here 
Charles I. defeated the Parliamentarians, 1642. 

BRIDGEWATEE, on the Parret, in Somersetshire. 
Three miles distant is Sedgmoor, where Monmouth was 
defeated hy the Eoyal forces, 1685. 

BEIGHTON, in Sussex, on the coast, is a fashionable 
watering-place. 

BEISTOL, partly in Somerset and partly in Glou- 
cester, on the Avon ; has extensive manufactures. 

BTJEY ST. EDMUNDS, on the Lark, in Suffolk. 

CAMBEIDGE, capital of the county, on the Cam ; 
university. 

CANTEEBUEY, capital of Kent, on the Stour; 
noted for its cathedral. Archbishopric. 

CAEDIEF, in Glamorgan, on the Taff ; exports coal 
and pig iron. 

CAELISLE, capital of Cumberland, on the Eden. 
Edward I. died here. 

CHATHAM, on the Medway, in Kent; dockyard 
and arsenal. 

CHEPSTOW, in Monmouth, on the Wye ; celebrated 
Norman castle. 

CHICHESTEE, capital of Sussex. 

CONWAY, in Caernarvon ; noted for its castle. 

COVENTEY, in Warwick ; manufacture of ribbons. 

CEEWE, in Cheshire ; a great railway centre. 

DAETMOUTH, on the Dart, in Devon; training- 
ships for naval cadets. 

DEAL, in Kent ; one of the cinque ports. 

DEPTPOED, in Kent, on the Thames ; iron ship- 
building. 
' DEVIZES, in Wiltshire; silk and snuff manufactures. 

DEVONPOET, in Devon; a naval station at the 
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mouth of the Tamar. EztensiTe dockyards, arsenal, 
and tnilitary stores. 

DONCASTER, on the Don, in Yorkshire. St. Leger 
races. 

DO YEE, in Kent ; the nearest town to France, and 
one of the cinque ports. 

DTJR£LO[, capital of the county, on the Wear. 

ELY, in Cambridge; has a fine cathedral. The 
only city in England which sends no member to Par- 
liament. 

ELY ISLE, that part of Cambridgeshire north of 
the Ouse. 

EPSOM, in Surrey; • noted for its races called the 
" Derby." 

EXETER, capital of Devon, on the Exe. 

EXMOUTH, in Devon, at the mouth of the Exe. 

EALMOUTH, in Cornwall, on Falmouth harbour; 
has extensive docks, and is a steam-packet station. 

FEYERSKAM, a seaport in Kent, nine miles from 
Canterbury. 

GLASTONBURY, in Somerset. The first Christian 
place of worship in this coimtiy was erected here. 

,GLOUCESTER, capital of the county, on the Severn; 
pinmaking. 

GREENWICH, on the Thames, in Kent ; hospital 
for decayed seamen. Longitude is calculated East and 
West of its meridian. Royal Observatory. 

GRIMSBY, in Lincoln, on the Humber ; shipbuilding. 

GUILDFORD, capital of Surrey, on the Wey. 

HALIFAX, in the West Riding of Yorkshire; 
wooUen manufacture. 

HARTLEPOOL, in Durham, on the coast; has a 
fine harbour and docks, and exports much coal. 

HASTINGS, in Sussex ; defeat and death of Harold, 
1066. 

HAVERFORDWEST, on the Cleddy, in Pembroke. 

HEDGELEY MOOR, in Northumberland, on the 
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Tyne. The Lancastrians defeated by the Yorkists, 
1464. 

HEEEFOED, capital of the county, on the Wye. 

HONITO!N^, a small town in Devon ; noted for its lace. 

HTJDDERSEIELD, in York, on the Cohie ; wooUen 
manufacture. 

HTJI^TINGDOI^, capital of the county, on the Onse. 

ILFRACOMBE, in Iforth Devon; a much frequented 
watering-place. 

IPSWICH, capital of Suffolk, on the Orwell. 

KENDAL, in Westmoreland ; woollen manufacture. 

KENILWORTH, in Warwick, in the castle of which 
Edward II. was imprisoned. 

KIDDERMINSTER, in Worcester ; manufacture of 
carpets. 

KINGSTON-UPON-HULL, commonly called Hull, 
on the Hull river, in Yorkshire ; shipbuilding. 

LAUNCESTON, in ComwaU, formerly capital of the 
county. 

LEAMINGTON, in Warwick; mineral springs, 
which are saline, sulphureous, and chalybeate. 

LEEDS, in York, on the Aire ; woollen manufacture. 

LEEK, on the Chamet, in Stafford; manufactures 
of silk and ribbons. 

LITCHFIELD, in Stafford; the birthplace of.Garrick 
and Samuel Johnson. 

LIYERPOOL, in Lancashire, on the Mersey, the 
port of Manchester ; has enormous trade with America; 
the docks extend for seven miles. 

LIZARD POINT, in Cornwall ; the most southern 
point of Great Britain. 

LONDON, in Middlesex, on the Thames ; capital of 
the British empire. The largest and wealthiest city in 
the world. Area, 124 square miles. Has extensive 
manufactures of all descriptions. London existed before 
the Romans came to this country, and was capital of 
the kingdom under Al&ed. 
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LTJTONy a toim in Bedford, beantiMly situated 
among the Chiltem hills; straw plait and bonnet 
manufacture. 

LYME EEGIS, a port of Dorset. Off this place 
the Spanish Atmada was defeated, 1 588. 

LYNK EEGIS, or King's Lyww, in Norfolk, on the 
Ouse. 

MACCLESFIELD, in Cheshire ; silk manufacture. 

MANCHESTEB, in Lancashire, on the Irwell. 
Cotton manufacture. 

MAI^SFIELD, in l^ottingham, on the borders of 
Sherwood Forest. 

MARSTON MOOE, near York. Eoyalists defeated 
by Cromwell, 1644. 

MATLOCK; in Derby; noted for its mineral springs. 

MERTHYR-TYDVIL, in Glamorgan, on the Taff, 
is the centre of the coal and iron fields of South Wales. 

MICHAEL'S MOUNT (St.), in ComwaU, a remark- 
able pyramidal granite rock, 258 feet high, in Mount's 
Bay. 

MILFORD, in Pembroke, on Milford Haven; con- 
siderable export trade. It had formerly a dockyard. 
Richmond landed here, 1485. 

NASEEY, in Northampton ; final and decisive battle 
of the great rebellion, 1645. 

NEWARK, in Nottingham, on the Trent. Here the 
Scots were encamped for some time during the great 
rebellion. 

NEWBURY, in Berkshire, on the Kennett. Two 
battles were fought here during the great rebellion^ 
1643-4. 

NEWCASTLE, on the Tyne, in Northumberland; 
exports much coal. It is about the centre of the 
northern coal field which yields annually three millions 
of tons. 

NORTH ALLERTON,inthe W.Riding of Yorkshire; 
near it was fought the battle of the Standard, 1138. 
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NOEWICH, at tbo junction of tlie Weosnm and 
Yare, in ^Norfolk ; manufactures of sUk, crape, shawls, 
bombazine, damasks, and fringe. 

IS^OTTINGHAM, capital of the county, on the Trent ; 
is the centre of the lace and bobbinet manufactures. 

QAKKAM, capital of Butland ; manu£Eusture of silk 
nap for hats. 

OLDHAM, in Lancashire ; cotton manufacture. 
. OXFOBD, capital of the county, on the Isis ; cele- 
brated university, founded by Alfired the Great. 

If ORTHAMPTON, capital of the county, on the 
'Nen ; boot and shoe manufacture. 

PEMBEOKE, in Pembrokeshire, on Milford Haven ; 
Boyal dockyard. 

PENBITH, in Cumberland. Here the Boyal troops 
were repulsed by the Pretender, 1746. 

PETEBBOBOUGH, in Iforthampton, on the Nen, 
is a bishop's see. 

PLYMOUTH, in Devon, at the mouths of the Plym 
and Tamar; extensive commerce with the Baltic and 
Mediterraaean ; manufactures of soap, candles, sugar, 
starch, &c. 

POBTSMOTJTH, in Hampshire; the first naval 
station of Britain, the dockyard the finest in the world. 

PBESTON, in Lancashire, on the Bibble; cotton 
manufacture. 

BAVEIfSPTJB, on tiie east coast of Yorkshire. Here 
the Duke of Lancaster landed, 1399, and Edward lY. 
in 1471. 

BEADING, capital of Berkshire, at the junction of 
the Kennet and Thames ; manufactures of sauce and 
biscuits. 

BEDDITCH, in Worcester ; manufacture of needles. 

BICHMO!ND, in Surrey, on the Thames ; fine park 
aud favourite retreat of the Londoners. 

BOCHESTEB, in Kent, on the Medway ; fine Nor- 
man cathedral. 
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EUGBY, in Warwick ; celebrated public school. 

SALISBURY, capital of Wilts, on the Avon ; noted 
for its cathedral, the highest spire in England, 404 ft. 

SEDGMOOR, in Somerset. Here the Duke of Mon- 
xnouth was defeated by Feversham, 1686. 

SHEFFIELD, in York, on the Don ; manufactures 
of cutlery and plated goods. 

SHREWSBURY, capital of Shropshire, on the Severn. 
Here Hotspur was defeated and killed by the Royal 
troops, 1403. 

ST. ALBAI^S, in Hertford. Here two battles were 
fought during the Wars of the Roses, 1455 and 1461. 

STOCKPORT, in Cheshire, on the Mersey; mauu- 
factures of cotton, silk, and woollen goods. 

STOCKTON, on the Tees, in Durham ; manufactures 
of linen and sailcloth. 

SUNDERLAND, in Durham, on the Wear. Exports 
coal. 

SWANSEA, in Glamorgan, on the Tawe; copper 
smelting in the neighbourhood. 

TAUNTON, capital of Somerset, on the Tone. Here, 
in 1685, twenty young ladies presented the Duke of 
Monmouth with a stand of colours and a Bible. Near 
it is the Isle of Athelney, where Alfred hid from the 
Danes, 878. 

TEWKESBURY, in Gloucester, near the junction 
of the Avon and Severn. Here Edward IV. defeated 
the Lancastrians, 1471. 

THANET, the north-east part of Kent. A marshy 
chalk land. 

TIVERTON; in Devon, on the Exe ; celebrated for 
its ales. 

TORQUAY, in Devon, on Tor Bay; fa^ionable 
watering-place. 

TROWBRIDGE, in Wilts ; manufactures of kerseys, 
tweeds, and cassimeres. 

TUNBRIDGE WELLS, in Kent, on the Medway, 

B 
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five iniles from Tanbridge ; chalybeate springs, which 
are much frequented. 

TJLLESWATER, a lake between Cumberland and 
Westmoreland ; noted for its beautiful scenery. 

WALLSEND, four miles from Newcastle-on-Tyne ; 
gives its name to a celebrated coal. 

WALSALL, a town in Staffordshire ; centre of coal 
and iron districts ; manufacture of hardware. 

WARWICK, capital of the county; noted for its 
magnificent castle, the residence of the Earl of Warwick. 

WELLINGTON, in Somerset, on the Tone; gives 
the title to the Duke of Wellington. 

WESTON-SUPER-MARE, in Somerset, on the 
Bristol Channel ; a fashionable watering-place. 

WEYMOUTH, in Dorset ; a steam-packet station. 

WHITEHAVEN, in Cumberland; extensive coal 
mines are worked here. 

WHITTLESEAMERE, formerly a lake, in Hunting- 
don, but now drained. 

WINCHESTER, in Hants ; noted for its cathedral. 
Several Parliaments sat here in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries. 

WINDERMERE, in Lancashire and Westmoreland ; 
the largest lake in England, 116 feet above the sea. 

WINDSOR, in Berks ; Royal castle. 

WITNEY, in Oxford, on the Windrush ; manufac- 
ture of blankets. 

WISBEACH, in Cambridge, on the Isle of Ely. 

WOBURN, in Bedford; celebrated abbey, the seat 
of the Dukes of Bedford. 

WOLVERHAMPTON, in Stafford, on the Severn ; 
hardware manufacture. 

WOODSTOCK, in Oxford. Near it is Blenheim 
Palace, given by the nation to the first Duke of Marl- 
borough. 

WOOLWICH, in Kent, nine miles from London. 
Largest arsenal in the kingdom* 
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VORKINGTON, in Cumberland, at the mouth of 
the Berwent ; manufactures of cordage and sailcloth. 

YARMOUTH, on the Tare, in mrfolk; herring 
fishery. 

YORK, capital of the county, on the Ouse; an 
archbishopric. 

SCOTLAIH). 

ABERDEEN, capital of the county, between the 
mouths of the Dee and Don ; extensive manufactures 
and a university. 

ALLAN" (BsiDOE of), a village in Stii'ling, on the 
Allan river ; has medicinal springs. 

ALLOA, in Clackmannan, on the Frith of Forth; 
celebrated ales. 

ARBROATH, or A:b£Sbbothwice:, in Forfar ; manu- 
factures of linen and canvas; celebrated abbey, now 
in ruins. 

ARRAK", an island in the Frith of Clyde, forming 
part of the county of Bute. 

AYR, capital of the county, on the river Ayr. With 
this town tiie names of Bums and Wallace are asso- 
ciated. 

BALMORAL, in Aberdeen, on the Dee ; the Queen's 
Highland residence. 

BANFF, capital of the county, on the Deveran; 
exports cattle and fish. 

BANNOCKBURN, in Stirling, on the Bannock. 
Here the Scots under Bruce defeated the English under 
Edward XL, 1314. Manufacture. of tartans. 

CAIRNGORM, a mountain betweenMoray and Banff; 
gives the name to the pebbles called "Cairngorms" 
found there, and which resemble the topaz. 

CARRON, in Stirling ; extensive iron works. 

COLDSTREAM, on the Tweed, in Berwick. Here 
is a bridge, on the site of which was a ford by which 
the English and Scottish armies used to cross the

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border ; and it was here also that General Monk raised 
a regiment of horse in favour of Charles II., called the 
Coldstream Gnards, a name still retained. 

CROMARTY, capital of the county, on Cromarty 
filth ; manufactures of sailcloth and cordage. Birth- 
place of Hugh Miller. 

CUPAR, capital of Pife, on the Eden ; manufacture 
of linen. 

DINGWALL, a seaport of Ross, on Cromarty frith. 

DUMBARTON, capital of the county, on the Leven ; 
shipbuilding. 

DUMFRIES, capital of the county, on the Nith; 
an exceedingly handsome town, with a large suburb 
called Maxwelltown. Here are buried John Comyn and 
Robert Bums. 

DUNBAR, in Haddington, on the coast; defeat of 
Leslie by Cromwell, 1650. 

DUNDEE, a seaport in Forfar, at the mouth of the 
Tay; manufacture of linen. 

DUNFERMLINE, in Fife; manufactures of fine 
table Hnen, diapers, and damasks. Here is the tomb 
of Robert Bruce. 

EDINBURGH, capital of Scotland, one of the most 
elegant cities in Europe; the seat of the supreme 
courts of law, and of a university. 

ELGIN, capital of the county, on the Lossie ; con- 
tains the remains of a once beautiftd cathedral. 

FALKIRK, in Stirling; noted for its great cattle 
fairs, called "trysts." Here were fought two battles, 
one between "Wallace and Edward I., 1298, the other 
between the Pretender and the Royal troops, 1746. 

GLASGOW, in Lanark, on the Clyde; the largest 
city in Scotland ; has extensive manufactures of cotton 
and hardware ; shipbuilding is also extensively carried 
on ; seat of a university. 

GLENCOE, in Argyle, a mountain pass 26 miles long, 
and in some places only a few yards wide, bounded by 
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perpendicular mountains 3000 feet Mgh ; noted for the 
cruel massacre of the Macdonalds, 1691. 

GREE^NTOCK, in Renfrew, on the Clyde ; an import- 
ant port ; the birthplace of James Watt. 

GRETjN'A, a parish in Dumfries, containing the village 
of Gretna Green; formerly famous for its irregular 
marriages. 

HADDINGTON, capital of the county, on the Tyne ; 
birthplace of John Knox. 

HAMILTON, on the Clyde, in Lanark ; seat of the 
Dukes of Hamilton, where are preserved the famous 
herd of milk-white wild cattle. 

HAWICK, in Roxburgh, on the Teviot; manufac- 
ture of hosiery. 

INTERARY, capital of Argyle, on loch Fine ; noted 
for its herrings. 

INVERNESS, capital of the county, at the mouth 
of the Ness ; near it is Culloden Moor, where the 
Stuarts made their last stand, 1746. 

JEDBURGH, capital of Roxburgh, on the Jed; 
manufactures of carpets and Uankets. 

KELSO, in Roxburgh, at the junction of the Teviot 
and Tweed ; remains of an abbey. 

KILMARNOCK, in Ayr, on the Irvine; manufac- 
tures of carpets and shawls. 

KIRKWALL, in the island of Pomona ; capital of 
the Orkneys. 

LANARK, capital of the county, on the Clyde; 
manufactures unimportant. 

LEITH, the port of Edinburgh, on the Erith of 
Forth ; has an extensive foreign trade. 

LERWICK, on the island of Mainland, capital of 
the Shetlands ; has an extensive herring fishery, and is 
the rendezvous of whale ships. 

LINLITHGOW, capital of the county; the birth- 
place of Mary Queen of Scots. 

MELROSE, in Roxburgh, on the Tweed; celebrated 
abbey. 
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MOIBABT, on the S.W. coast of Inremess. Here 
the young Pretender landed with his seven followers, 
afterwards called the ** Seyen men of Moidart/' 1745. 

MOin?ROSE, in Poifar, at the mouth of the 8. Esk ; 
manufactures of linen and starch ; has two lighthouses. 

NAIRN, capital of the county, on a river of the 
same name. 

PAISLEY, in Eenfrew, on the Whitecart; manu- 
facture of shawls. 

PEEBLES, capital of the county, on the Tweed; 
woollen manufacture. 

PERTH, capital of the county, on the Tay; once 
the capital of Scotland. Near it is Scone, where the 
Scottish kings were formerly crowned. 

PETERHEAD, in Aberdeen ; exports herrings and 
red granite. 

PORT PATRICK, in Wigton ; the nearest port to 
Ireland. 

RENFREW, capital of the county, on the Clyde ; 
manufactures of silk and muslin. 

ROTHSAY, capital of the county of Bute, on the 
island of Bute ; watering-place. 

RYAN, LOCH, is a bay in the north of Wigton. 

ST. ANDREWS, in Eife ; seat of a university. 

SELKIRK, capital of the county, on the Ettrick; 
birthplace of lilungo Park ; manufacture of shoes. 

STIRLING, on the Forth, capital of the county; 
manufactures of tartans, carpets, and cotton goods. 

STONEHAVEN, capital of Kinkardine ; manufactures 
of cotton and linen. 

STRANRAER, in Wigton, on loch Ryan; con- 
siderable shipping trade. 

THURSO, in Caithness, on Pentland frith ; the most 
northern town of Scotland ; important cod and lobster 
fisheries. 

WICK, capital of Caithness, on the Wick, with a 
large suburb called Pultney Town.

ACHIL, an island east of Mayo, 
i ^ ALLEN, a lake in Leitrim ; the first great expansion 

of the Shannon. 

ARKLOW, on the Avoca, in Wicklow ; the largest 
town in the county. Here ends the vale of Avoca, so 
justly celebrated for its lovelines& 

ABMAGH, capital of the county, on the Callan. 
The Archbishop of Armagh is primate and metropolitan 
of Ireland. 

ATHLONE, on the Shannon, partly in Eoscommon 
and partly in West Meath ; sometimes considered the 
capital of both counties. 

ATHY, capital of Eildare, on the Barrow. 

BALLY8HANN0N, at the mouth of the Erne, in 
Donegal ; noted for its salmon. 

BANN, the name of two rivers, one in the N.E., 
which flows through lake Neagh, the other a tributary 
of the Slaney, in "Wexford. 

BELFAST, on the Lagan, in Antrim; the first 
manufacturing city in Ireland; numerous linen and 
cotton factories; and is the seat of one of the '* Queen's 
colleges." 

CARLO W, capital of the county, on the Barrow; 
has a Boman Catholic cathedral and college. 

CABBICK-ON-SHANNON, capital of Leitrim. 

C ABBICK-ON-SUIB, in Tipperary ; has a monastery 
and nunnery. Its woollen manufacture, once important, 
is now inconsiderable. 

CASTLEBAB, capital of Mayo, on the Castlebar 
river. 

CLO!NMUL, capital of Tipperary, on the Suir. It

exports agricultural produce largely. Birthplace of 
Sterne. 

COLEEAII^, on the Baiiii, in Londonderry; manu-* 
facture of fine linen. 

COEK) capital of the county, on the Lea; is the 
principal city in Munster, and the seat of one of the 
'* Queen's colleges." 

DINQLEy in Kerry, on Dingle Bay; the most western 
town in the British ides. 

DOWNPATRICK, capital of Down, on Strangford 
lough. Here St. Patrick was buried. 

DEOQHEDA, capital of Louth, on both sides of the 
Boyne ; manufactures of linen and cotton goods. 'Near 
it was fought the battle of the Boyne, 1690. 

DUBLIN, capital of Ireland, on the Liffey; one of 
the most beautiful cities in Europe ; residence of the 
lord-lieutenant. "University. 

DUNDALK, the seaport of Louth, on the Castleton. 

ENIN^IS, capital of Clare, on the Fergus ; has valuable 
quarries of black marble, and the finest gothic abbey 
in Ireland. 

EOTTISCORTHY, in Wexford, on the Slaney ; scene 
of great atrocities during the rebellion, 1798. JS'ear it 
is Vinegar Hill. 

EKNISKILLEN, in Fermanagh, on an island in L. 
Erne; manufactures of cutlery, leather, and straw 
plait. 

GAL WAY, capital of the county, at the mouth of the- 
Corrib ; is the principal seaport in the west of Ireland^ 
and the seat of a " Queen's college." 

GIANT'S CAUSEWAY, a remarkable natural mole 
of basaltic rock running out into the sea at the north 
of Antrim. 

KILKENNY, capital of the county, on the Nore ; 
quarries of black marble in the neighbourhood, and is 
noted for its ales. 

KILLABJ^Y, on lake Killamey, in Kerry; is cele- 
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brated for the romantic wildness' of the neighbouring 
scenery. 

LIEFORD, capital of Donegal, on the Poyle ; is the 
smallest county town in the Eiitish isles. 

LIMEBrlGK, capital of the county, on both sides 
of the Shannon; manufactures of lace and fishhooks. 
Noted for the siege it sustained during the revolution, 
and for the ^^Pacification of Ltmericky^^ 1691. 

LONDONDERRY, capital of the county, on the 
Foyle; exports agricultural produce and salmon. Noted 
for the famous siege of Deny, 1689. 

MAYNOOTH, in Kildare; has a Roman Catholic 
college, which is assisted by the Government with a 
grant of £30,000 a year. 

MULLINGAR, capital of West Meath, on the 
Brusna; connected with Dublin by the Royal canal, 
and has a good trade in cattle and wool. 

NEAGH LOUGH, the largest lake in the British 
isles, in Ulster; area, 154 square miles; it has much 
petrified wood on its banks, but its waters do not now 
possess any petrifying powers. 

NEPHIN, the name of a mountain and bog in Mayo. 

NEWRY, the largest town in Down, on the Newry. 

OMAGH, capital of Tyrone, on the Roe. 

PORTARLINGTON, partly in Queen's county and 
partly in King's county, on the Barrow. This town 
was founded by a colony of Erench Protestants. 

QUEEN8T0WN, in Cork, on Cork harbour, was 
formerly called Cove, which was changed for its present 
name in consequence of the visit of her Majesty, in 
1849 ; is an important steam-packet station. 

8LIG0, cap. of the county, on the Garrogue; manu- 
factures of linen, soap, and candles, and exports sahnon. 

THURLES, in Tipperary, on the Suir ; a stronghold 
of Roman Catholicism. 

TRALEE, capital of Kerry, on the Lea; exports 
agricultural produce. 
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TEIM, capital of Meath, on the Boyne. Three miles 
from the town is Dangan, where the great Buke of 
Wellington was bom. 

TUAM, in Galway; an episcopal city, with two 
cathedrals, two palaces, and a Roman Catholic col- 
lese. 

WATERFORD, capital of the comity, on the Suir ; 
an important seaport, with the finest quay in Ireland. 
The first town taken by the English, 1169. 

WEXFORD, capital of the county, at the mouth of 
the Slaney. Its extensive harbour is rendered almost 
useless by a bar at its mouth. Has extensive export 
trade. 

YOUGHAL, in Cork, at the mouth of the Black- 
water; exports salmon. Here the potato was first 
introduced. 

FRAJTCE. 

AGINCOURT, a village, department Pas-de-Calais ; 
victory of Henry V. over the French, 1415. 

AJACCIO, capital of Corsica, tiie birthplace of 
iN'apoleon I. 

AMIENS, on the Somme, dep. Somme ; treaty signed 
here, 1802; birthplace of Peter the Hermit; manu- 
factures of cotton- velvet and muslins. 

ANGERS, capital of Maine-et-Loire, on the Mayenne; 
was formerly the residence of the Dukes of Anjou, 
whose castle still remains ; has a university and Royal 
college. 

ATJTUN, on the Arroux, dep. Saone-et-Loire ; is a 
very literary place, and is a bishop's see. 

AVIGNON, on the Rhone, in Vaucluse; was the 
residence of the Popes from 1305 to 1377. 

BAYONNE, a fortified seaport at the mouth of the 
Adour, in Basses-Pyrenees; has extensive dockyards; 
exports hams and brandy. The bayonet was first used 
near this place in a battle with the Spaniards, 1523. 
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BORDEAUX, capital of Gironde, at the mouth of 
the Garonne ; exports red wines, brandy, and fruit. 

BOULOGNE, a seaport in Fas-de-Calais, on the 
English Channel ; a favourite resort of Engli^ people. 
Here, in 1804, Napoleon assembled an inmiense army, 
with a flotilla of 2400 transports, for the invasion of 
England. 

BREST, in dep. Fimsterre ; the chief naval station of 
France ; has an extensive arsenal, and is very strongly 
fortified; was unsuccessfully attacked by the British, 
under Admiral Berkeley, 1694. 

CAEN, capital of the dep. Calvados, on the Ome ; 
tomb of William the Conqueror and his queen Matilda. 

CALAIS, in • the dep. Fas-de-Calais ; the nearest 
French port to England ; held by the British from 1347 
to 1658, when it was retaken by the French. 

CHERBOURG, a strongly-fortified seaport, on the 
English ChaEmel, opposite Fortsmouth, in the dep. La 
Manche; some of its fortifications are cut out of the 
solid rock, others are on an immense breakwater. 

CRE8SY, a village, in the dep. Somme ; victory of 
Edward III. over the French, 1346. 

DUNKIRK, in the dep. Nord, on the Straits of 
Dover ; was taken by the English and French from the 
Spaniards, 1658, ceded to the former, but sold to Louis 
XIV. for £200,000 by Charles II. 

FONTAINEBLEAU, in the dep. Seine-et-Mame, on 
the Seine ; famous as the place where Napoleon signed 
his abdication. 

HAVRE-DE-GRACE, in the dep. Seine-Inferieure, 
on the Seine ; the port of Faris, and the second port of 
France. 

LILLE, a fortified town, capital of the dep. Nord; 
has an extensive trade, being the centre of the cotton 
manufacture. 

LYONS, cap. of the dep. Rhone, at the confluence 
of the Rhone and Saone ; the centre of the silk manu* 
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facture, in the superiority of which it is only excelled 
by China. 

MAKSEILLES, capital of the dep. Bouches-dn- 
Ehone, on the Veme ; the chief port of France on the 
Mediterranean; has almost the exclusive trade with 
Algeria, and is the port whence passengers embark for 
India by the overland route. 

MALPLAQUET, a viUage in the dep. Nord. 
Here Marlborough and Eugene defeated the Prench, 
1709. 

NAN'TES, on the Loire, dep. Loire-Inferieure ; one 
of the handsomest towns in France ; manufactures of 
cotton and woollen goods. The celebrated Edict of 
jN'antes was issued here by Henry IV., granting tole- 
ration to the Protestants. 

ORLEANS, on the Loire, dep. Loiret ; has extensive 
manufactures in cotton and wool ; was besieged by the 
English in the reign of Henry VI., who were defeated 
by means of Joan of Arc, 1428. 

PARIS (ancient name Lutetia\ on the Seine, the 
cap. of France ; the gayest and most beautiful city in 
the world; is the seat of an Archbishop, and has a 
university; manufactures of jewellery, gloves, artificial 
flowers, &c. 

POICTIERS, capital of the dep. Vienne ; defeat of 
King John by the Black Prince, 1356. 

ROCHEFORT, in the Bay of Biscay, dep. Charente- 
Inferieure ; one of the chief naval and military stations 
of France. 

ROCHELLE, a fortified seaport on the Bay of Biscay, ^ 
dep. Charente- Inferieure ; held by the Huguenots from 
1651 to 1628. The Duke of Buckingham attempted 
to relieve it in 1627, and Earl Lindesey in 1628 ; both 
attempts were unsuccessful, and it fell before Richelieu 
in the latter year. 

ROUEN, capital of the dep. Seine- Inferieure, on the 
Seine ; has extensive and noted dyeing works ; contains 
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a cathedral, built by William tbe Conqueror, and a 
statue to Joan of Arc, who was burned here. 

STRASBOTJBa, on the Ehine, dep. Bas-Rhin, was 
formerly a free city of Germany ; it contains a cathe- 
dral, with a remarkable clock, and the highest spire in 
Europe; 466ft. 

TOULON, on the Mediterranean, dep. Var; the 
second naval station of Erance ; has a dockyard and 
arsenal, and an extensive trade in brandy, 4ie, oil, 
and fruit. 

TOULOUSE, on the Garonne, dep. Haute-Garonne ; 
has a great cannon foundry; victory of Wellington 
over Soult, 1314. 

TOURS, on the Loire, dep. Tndre-et-Loire. Near 
this town Charles Martel defeated the Moslems, 732. 

VALENCIENNES, on the Scheldt, dep. Nord ; noted 
for its manufacture of beautiful lace. 

VERSAILLES, on the Seine, dep. Seine-et-Oise ; 
magnificent palace, built by Louis XIV. Treaty 1756, 
and peace 1783. 

VINCENNES, in the dep. Seine ; noted for its castle, 
now an arsenal. 

SPAIK AND POETUGAL. 

ALMANZA, a town in Mercia (Spain) ; victory by 
the French over the English and Spanish, 1707. 

BADAJOS, capital of Estremadura (Spain), on the 
Guadiana; stormed and taken by the British, under 
Wellington, 1812. 

BARCELONA, on the Mediterranean, in Catalonia, 
the second city of Spain, with a considerable trade in 
silks and fruit. Taken by the British, 1705. 

BILBAO, capital of the province of Biscay (Spain), 
on the Nervion ; the niost important port for the ex- 
portation of wool. 

BUSACO, in the province of Beira (Portugal), where 
Wellington defeated Massena, 1810. 
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CADIZ, capital of the province of the same name 
(Spain), stands on the island of Leon, at the mouth of 
the Guadalquiver ; centre of the trade in sherry wine. 

CAETHAGENA, in Mercia, on the Mediterranean, 
was founded by a colony from Carthage, b.c. 242 ; has 
an excellent harbour, and is the chief naval station of 
Spain. 

COIMBRA, capital of the province of Beira (Portugal), 
on the Mondego; contains the only university in the 
kingdom. 

CORDOVA, capital of the province of the same 
name (Spain), on the Guadalquiver ; was capital of the 
kingdom under the Moors, and contains many interest^ 
ing remains of that time. 

COEUNKA, in the province of Galicia (Spain). It 
was from this port that the Spanish Armada set sail, 
1688. Sir John Moore fell in the vicinity, 1809. 
Exports a large number of cattle. 

ETJNCHAL, capital of the island of Madeira ; manu- 
factures and exports wine. 

GIBRALTAR, a celebrated fortress, in the province 
of Andalusia. Taken by the British, under Sir G. Rooke 
and C. Shovel, in 1704, after an unsuccessful attempt 
on Barcelona. 

GRANADA, capital of the province of the same 
name (Spain), on the Xenil ; contains the palace of the 
Alhambra, and other Moorish remains. 

LISBON, capital of Portugal, on the Tagus, is a 
handsome city, with one of the fmest harbours in the 
world ; exports wine, fruits, oil, &c. 

MADRID, capital of Spain, on the Manzanares; 
manufactures of porcelain, silk, jewellery, and saddlery. 

MALAGA, capital of the province of the same name, 
on the Mediterranean (Spain); trades principally in 
wines, raisins, and silk. 

OPORTO, on theDouro, province of Minho (Portugal) ; 
noted for its exportation of red wine, called <^ Port." 
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SALAMANCA, on the Tonnes, province of Leon^ 
(Spain) ; defeat of the French by Wellington, 1812. 
This town was formerly the great seat of learning in 
Spain. 

SARAGOSSA, capital of the province of the same 
name (Spain), on the Ebro ; bravely defended itself 
against the French, 1809. 

SAKTANDER, on the Miera, province of the same 
name (Spain) ; taken by the French, 1808. 

SAN SEBASTIAN, on the XJrumea, province of 
Biscay (Spain) ; stormed and taken by the British, 1813. 

TOLEDO, on the Tagus, in the province of New 
Castile (Spain); formerly the best sword blades in 
Europe were manufactured here, but the trade has now 
declined. 

VALENCIA, capital of the province of the same name 
(Spain), on the Guadalaviar ; manufactures of silk and 
woollens ; exports large quantities of rice and raisins. 

YALLADOLID, on a tributary of the Douro, pro- 
vince of Old Castile (Spain) ; is the seat of a university, 
and has a large trade in grain. Columbus died here, 1 506. 

VITTORIA, in the province of Biscay (Spain), on 
the Zadorra; great victory of Wellington over the 
French, 1813. 

XEEES, on the Guadalete, in the province of An- 
dalusia (Spain) ; the centre of the trade in sherry wine. 

KEIHEBLANDS. 

AMSTERDAM, the chief city of Holland, on the 
Amstel. The land is so low, that the houses have to 
be built on piles. Has an extensive trade with the E. 
and W. Indies. 

ANTWERP, an important port on the Scheldt, and 
capital of the province of the same name. Many steamers 
run to the English and French ports. It has a fine 
gothic cathedral. Silk and tobacco manufactures. 

BRUGES, capital of W. Flanders ; has a considerable 
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trade, agricttltnral produce being largely exported ; 
manTifactures of lace, woollens, and damasks. 

BEUSSELS, capital of Belgium, on the Senne; 
famous for its manufactures of carpets and lace. 

DELFT, in S. Holland, on the Schie Canal ; noted 
for its manufacture of earthenware, called ** Delft 
ware." Here William I. of Orange was assassinated. 

GrHENT, capital of E. Flanders, and the second city 
in Belgium; has extensive manufactures; the birth* 
place of John, son of Edward III. 

GRONIl^GEN, capital of the province of the same 
name, on the Hunse ; has a university, and a large trade 
in agricultural produce. 

HAAELEM, in "N. Holland, on the Y ; has a large 
trade in flowers and bulbous roots. 

HAGUE (The), capital of S. HoUand, and political 
capital of the kingdom, is one of the finest cities in 
Europe ; the seat of the States-General and the resi- 
dence of the sovereign. William III. of England was 
bom here. 

LEYDEN, in S. Holland, on the Old Rhine ; its 
university is one of the most celebrated in Europe; 
residence of the Pilgrim Fathers for some time before 
their departure for America. 

LIEGE, capital of the province of the same name, 
on the Maas ; is the centre of a valuable iron and coal 
district. 

LUXEMBOUIIG, capital of the province of the same 
name, on the Alzette ; its fortress is second in Europe 
as regards strength, and belongs to the German Con- 
federation. 

MECHLLN", in the province of Antweip, on the Dyle ; 
noted for its manufacture of fine lace, and it has a lai^ 
trade in com and flax. 

MONS, a city of Hainault, on the Haine ;. taken by 
the Duke of Marlborough, 1709. 

KAMTJE, capital of the province of the same name, 
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at the confluence of the Maas and Sambre; has a 
cathedral, with a bishop's see ; noted for its excellent 
cutlery; besieged by the French, 1692. (See Steinkirk.) 

OSTEN^D, in W. Flanders, on the coast; here pas- 
sengers disembark from Dover; fashionable watering- 
place. 

OITDEKARDE, on the Scheldt, province of Hainault; 
here Marlborough gained a victory over the French, 
1708. 

QUATEE BRAS, a village in S. Brabant ; noted for 
Key's unsuccessful attack on the British, June 16, 1815. 

EAMILLIES, in S. Brabant ; famous for the victory 
' gained here by Marlborough over the French, 1706. 

ROTTERDAM, in 8. Holland, on the Maas ; the 
second city of Holland ; manufactures of tobacco, soap, 
leather, &c. ; the birthplace of Erasmus. 

RYSWICK, in S. Holland. Treaty signed here in 
1697, by which William III. was acknowledged King 
of England by France. 

SPA, in the province of Liege, on the Vesdre ; noted 
for its mineral waters. 

STEmXIRK, in the province of Hainault. William 
III. was defeated here while attempting to raise the 
siege of ISTamur, 1692. 

TOTJR]^AY, on the Scheldt, in the province of Hai- 
nault, is a very strongly fortified city, and has extensive 
manufactures of cloth and carpets. 

UTRECHT, capital of a province of the same name. 
A treaty was signed here in 1713, by which France 
was to cease to support the claims of the Pretender, 
and acknowledge the Protestant succession in England. 

WATERLOO, in the province of Brabant, a few 
miles south of Brussels ; famous for the defeat of the 
French under Napoleon, by the British under Welling- 
ton, June 18, 1815. 

ZTJTPHEN, in the province of Gelderland, on the 
Tssel. Here Sir PhiHp Sidney fell, 1686.

t 

ALTONA, on the Elbe ; the. largest city in Holstein, 
the riyal of Hamburg ; has extensive trade, and mann- 
factures of cotton and woollen. 

BEEGEK, the most important port and second city 
of Norway, on the west coast ; has an important fishery, 
and is a naval station ; exports iron and timber. 

CAELSCROKA, in the province of Gothland (Swe- 
den) ; the most important naval station in the kingdom; 
exports iron and potash. 

CHRISTIANIA, the capital of Norway, on Chris- 
tiania Eiord; contains a nniversity and naval arsenal; 
exports timber, tar, and fish. 

CHRISTIANSAND, capital of the province of the 
same name (Norway), on the 8kager Eack; exports 
timber and lobsters. 

COPENHAGEN, capital of Denmark, on the island 
of Zealand, on the Sound. Here Nelson defeated the 
Danish fleet, 1801. 

DANNEHORA, in the province of Svealand (Sweden). 
Here is found the best iron in the world, large quan- 
tities of which are exported to England. 

ELSINORE, at the entrance to the Sound, on the 
island of Zealand. The tolls which formerly were 
levied here on foreign vessels are now repealed. 

' EREDERICKSHALL, on the Gulf of Christiania 
(Norway). To the south of it is the fortress of Fre- 
derickstun, where, in 1718, Charles Xll. of Sweden 
was killed. 

GLTJCKSTADT, on the Elbe, capital of the Duchies 
of Holsteiu-Lauenburg. 

HAMMERFEST, on Whale Island (Norway) ; the 
most northern town in Europe ; has an important fishery. 

KALMAR, on the Baltic, in Sweden. Here was 
signed the famous treaty, in 1397, by whieh the king- 
doms of Norway, Sweden, and Denmark were tmited. 
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KIEL, on the Kiel Fiord, in Holstein ; has a great 
trade, and is the seat of a university. 

KONGE river divides Jutland from Schleswig. 

STOCKHOLM, the capital of Sweden, at the entrance 
to lake Moelar, is the great emporium for Baltic pro- 
duce. Exports iron, timher, tar, &c. 

TJPSALA, in the province of Svealand (Sweden), 
was formerly the capital of Sweden; has a famous 
university. 

ITALY. 

ALEXANDRIA, on the Tanaro, in Sardinia. Two 
miles frt)m here is Marengo, where Napoleon defeated 
the Austrians, in 1800. 

ANCONA, on the Adriatic ; has an extensive trade, 
and exports silk, wool, grain, and sulphur. 

BOLOGNA, on the Eeno, in Eomagna; noted for 
its ancient university. 

OAGLI AEI, capital of the island of Sardinia ; has an 
excellent harbour, and exports com, oil, silk, and rags. 

CATANIA, at the foot of Mount Etna, in Sicily ; 
has been repeatedly destroyed by earthquakes; the 
houses are built of lava. 

CIYITA VECCHLi, on the coast of the Papal 
States ; exports wood, wool, com, and rags. 

ELBA, an island west of Tuscany, in the Mediter- 
ranean ; it was to this place that Napoleon was banished, 
1814. 

FLORENCE, capital of the kingdom of Italy, on the 
Amo, is a beautiful city, with considerable trade in its 
manufactures of silk fabrics, carpets, straw hats, musical 
instruments, &c. 

GENOA, on a gulf of the same name, in Sardinia; 
noted for its manufacture of velvet; was for seven 
centuries capital of a celebrated republic; birthplaieis 
of Columbus. 

GIRGENTI, on the south coast of Sicily; exporU 
great quantities of sulphur.

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LEGHOEN", in Tuscany, on the coast; noted for its 
manufacture of straw plait for hats and honnets. 

LIPAEI, a group of islands to the north of Sicily^ 
with a capital of the same name, from whence all 
pumice-stone is obtained. 

MANTUA, on the Mincio, in Venetia, is a strongly- 
fortified town ; the reputed birthplace of Virgil. 

MAESALA, on the west coast of Sicily ; noted for 
the wine which bears its name. 

MILAN, the capital of Lombardy, on the Olna; 
noted for its cathedral of white marble ; manufactures 
of silk, cotton, lace, and jewellery. 

NAPLES, at the foot of Mount Vesuvius, on a 
magnificent bay of the same name, was the first capital 
of the kingdom of Italy, which has now been exchanged 
for Florence ; manufactures and exports silk, vermicelli, 
maccarqni, and lace. In the neighbourhood are the 
ruins of Pompeii and Herculaneum. 

PALERMO, capital of Sicily, on the north coast; 
has a great trade ; exports sulphur, wine, oil, cream of 
tartar, and green fruit. 

PADUA, in Venetia, with a university which Colum- 
bus attended ; the birthplace of Livy. 

PAEMA, capital of the Duchy of the same name 
(which was once independent), on the river Parma; 
manufactures of silk, hats, and hosiery. 

PAVIA, on the Ticino, in Lombardy; the seat of a 
university; defeat of the French and capture of Francis 
I. by Charles V. ; here also Hannibal gained his first 
victory over the Bomans. 

PISA, on the Amo, in Tuscany; noted for its uni- 
versity and leaning tower. 

RAVENNA, on the Adriatic, in Romagna; was 
capital of Italy under the Goths, and was for some 
time the residence of the Roman emperors. 

ROME, capital of the Pontificial territory, and resi- 
dence of ihe Pope, on the Tiber ; has many magnificent 
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bilildings, among the chief of which is the cathedral 
of St. Peter. Its former greatness and grandeur have 
departed. 

6TE0MB0LI, one of the Lipari islands; the only 
contiiiuonsly active volcano in Europe. 

TTJEIN, in North Italy, on the Po ; the seat of a 
university; manufactures of silk, velvet, cotton, and 
woollen, liqueurs, &c. 

VENICE, capital of Yenetia, on a gulf of the same 
name ; built on 72 small islands, at the mouth of the 
Brenta. In the fifteenth century it was the most 
important commercial city in the world ; came into the 
possession of Austria in 1814, but was ceded to Italy, 
together with the rest of Venetia, 1866. 

YEEONA, a strongly-fortified city, in Yenetia, on the 
Adige ; celebrated for its Eoman remains. 

YICENZA, in Yenetia ; extensively engaged in the 
siUc trade. 

AT7STBIA. 

AGKAM, capital of Croatia, on the Save; an im- 
portant military city, with a large trade in com and 
tobacco. 

AUSTEELITZ, in Moravia, on the Litawa, 12 miles 
from Brunn ; here Napoleon gained a victory over the 
Austrians and Eussions, 1805. 

BADEN, in Lower Austria ; noted for its hot springs, 
whence have arisen numerous bathing establishments. 

BRUNN, capital of Moravia; a strongly-fortified 
city, with extensive manufactures of cotton and wooUen; 
is called the ^' Leeds " of Austria. 

BIJBA Am) PESTH, opposite each other on the 
Danube, and connected by an elegant suspension bridge; 
they together form the capital of Hungary. 

CRACOW, in Galicia, on the Yistula ; was formerly 
the capital of Poland, and in its celebrated cathedral 
are the tombs of many Polish kings. 
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FITJME, a Eoyal firee port on the Adriatic^ in Croatia. 

INN8PEUCK, capital of the Tyrol, on the Inn; 
has a nniversity and manufactures of silk, woollen, and 
cotton goods; it takes its name from a long wooden 
hridge. 

KLATJSENBERG, capital of Transylvania, on a tribu- 
tary of the Theiss ; is an important manufacturing city. 

LEMBEEG, capital of Gulicia, on a tributary of the 
Bug ; has a university and a large annual fair for the 
sale of com and cattle. 

LINZ, capital of Upper Austria, on the Danube. 

PRAGUE, capital of Bohemia, on the Moldau; an 
important manu&eturing city ; tomb of Tycho Brahe ; 
and here John Huss and Jerome preached. 

PBESBUEG, the seat of the Hungarian Diet, on 
the Danuba Here the Emperor of Austria is crowned 
King of Hungary. 

SADOWA, a village on the Bistritz, a sub-affluent 
of the Elbe, near Koniggratz, in Bohemia. Here, on 
July 3rd, 1866, was fought one of the greatest battles 
of modem times, when the Pruspians completely de- 
feated the Austrian troops, the latter losing 40,000 
men in killed, wounded, and prisoners. 

SALZBUEG, capital of the state of the same name, 
on the Salza; has extensive salt mines, and is the 
birthplace of Haydn and Mozart. 

TOKAY, on the Theiss, in Hungary, whence icomes 
the costly wine which bears its name. 

TRENT, on the Adige, in the Tyrol. Here the 
famous Roman Catholic Council met, from 1545 to 1563. 

TRIESTE, in lUyria, on the coast of the Adriatic ; 
chief seaport in the empire ; exports grain, wine, oil, 
tobacco, flax, and hemp ; it is the head-quarters of the 
Austrian Lloyds. 

YIE^NTNA, capital of the Austrian empire, on the 
Danube ; a beautiful city, with various and important 
manufactures and extensive commerce. The treaty signed 
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]iere in 1815 fixed the boundaries of the European 
states. 

ZABA, capital of Dalmatia, on the Adriatic ; manu- 
facture of rosoglio. 

PBUSSIl. 

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, in the Bhine province ; the 
birthplace and residence of Charlemagne. The emperors 
of Germany were formerly crowned here. Two treaties, 
1668 and 1748. 

BERLIN, capital of Prussia and Brandenburg, on the 
Spree ; is, next to Yienna, the finest city in Germany; 
has a university and various manufactures, especially 
cast-iron goods, so beautifully made that they are 
called " Berlin jewellery." 

BONN, in Bhenish Prussia, on the Bhine; has a 
famous university, and is the birthplace of Beethoven. 

BBESLAU, in Silesia, on the Oder; is the second 
city in the kingdom, and the chief mart for wool and 
linen ; it has a university. 

COBLENTZ {Confiuentes ae.\ a strongly- fortified 
city at the confluence of the Bhine and Moselle, in 
Bhine-Prussia. 

COLOGNE, on the Bhine, in Bhenish Prussia ; the 
most important city of the state ; its cathedral is one 
of the finest in Europe ; noted for its manufacture of 
a perfume called '^Eau de Cologne." Birthplace of 
Bubens. 

DANTZIC, in Prussia Proper, near the mouth of the 
Vistula; exports immense quantities of com. Birthplace 
of Fahrenheit. 

DUSSELDOBE, in Bhine-Prussia, with a bridge of 
boats across the river. It is the port of Elberfield. 

ELBEBFIELD, in Bhenish Prussia, the seat of the 
cotton and silk manufactures. 

EMBDEN, the most commercial town of Hanover, 
and its only seaport. 
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FEANKFORT-OK-THE-MAINE, formerly a free 
city and Federal capital of Germany, but was annexed 
to Prussia, by right of conquest, in 1866 ; it is a place 
of great trade, and is the centre of extensive banking 
transactions. 

PRANKFORT-ON-THE-ODER, in the province of 
Brandenburg; has three great annual fairs; its univer- 
sity was transferred to Breslau in 1811. 

HANOVER, capital of the newly-acquired province 
of Hanover; a manufacturing city. Birthplace of 
Herschel. 

KONIGSBERG, capital of Prussia Proper, on the 
Pregel ; has a university, and a great trade in grain. 

MAGDEBURGH, capital of Prussian Saxony, on 
the Elbe ; has the strongest fortress in the kingdom. 
Captured by the French, 1806. 

MEMEL, in Prussia Proper, on the Niemen ; exports 
great quantities of timber, also some com, flax, and 
hemp. 

MTJNSTER, capital of Westphalia, on the Aa. 
Here was signed the treaty by which an end was put 
to the thirty years' war, and religious liberty secured 
to the Protestants, 1648. 

POTSDAM, on the Havel, in Brandenburg ; an ex- 
ceedingly beautiful city, with the Royal palace of 
Sans-Souci. The birthplace of Humboldt, and the 
burial-place of Frederick the Great. 

STETTIN, in Pomerania, near the mouth of the 
Oder ; an important seaport, with manufactures of 
woollen, linen, and cotton goods. 

TILSIT, on the Niemen, in Prussia Proper. A 
fSamous treaty was signed here between France, Russia, 
and Prussia, on a raft on the river, 1807. 

TREVES, on the Moselle, in Rhenish Prussia ; the 
oldest city in Germany. It contains many remains of 
antiquity, and a coat is shown by the priests said to 
have been the seamless coat of our Saviour. 
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WITTENBEEG, on the Elbe, in Prussian Saxony. 
Lntber and Melancthon both taught here, and here also 
are their tombs. 



SMALLEB GEBMAN STATES. 

AUGSBURG, in Bavaria, on the Leek ; the principal 
arsenal in the kingdom ; celebrated for the confession 
of faith which the Protestants presented here to Charles 
v., 1530. 

BEEMEIS", a free city on the "Weser, with a small 
territory of its own ; has an extensive and flourishing 
trade. 

BBUNSWICK, capital of the Duchy of the same 
name, on the Ocker, with much trade, and a magniflcent 
palace. 

CARLSRUHE, capital of Baden ; a beautifully built 
city, with its thirty-two streets diverging from the 
Royal palace like a fan. 

CONSTANCE, in Baden, on the south shore of lake 
Constance. It was here that the council met which 
condemned the doctrines of Wickliffe, and sentenced 
John Huss and Jerome of Prague to be burned. 

DARMSTADT, capital of Hesse -Darmstadt aud 
Homburg. Noted for its Ducal library of over 200,000 
volumes. 

DRESDEN, capital of Saxony, on the Elbe ; has a 
rich collection of paintings, sculptures, and antiquities. 
The celebrated porcelain ware, which bears its name, 
is made at Meisen, 15 miles distant. 

GOTHA, on the Leine, capital of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 
Here is published that high statistical authority the 
"Almanack de Gotha." 

HAMBURG, a free city, at the mouth of the Elbe ; 
the largest and most important in Germany, and, as 
regards commerce, perhaps the first on the Continent. 

HEIDELBURG, in Baden, on the Neckar; has a 
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flourishing aniyersity. Here is the celebrated 5000 
gallon tun. 

JENA, on the Saale, in Saxe- Weimar. Here, in 
1806, Napoleon totaUy defeated the Prussians. 

LEIPSIC, on the White Elster, in Saxony; the great 
emporium for the trade in books, for which three large 
annual fairs are held. It has a famous university. 

LTJBEC, a free city on the Trave ; the head of the 
old Hanseatic league, but its trade has now greatly 
declined. 

MUNICH, capital of Bavaria, on the Iser ; contains 
many magnificent public buildings, and it has a uni- 
versity. 

NUEEMBERG, on the Pegnitz, in Bavaria ; the 
chief manufacturing town. Here were invented the 
watch, musket, clarion, and gun-carriage. 

OFFENBACH, the chief commercial town of Hesse- 
Darmstadt ; noted for its caxxiage buildiag and ginger- 
bread nuts. 

EATISBON, on the Danube, in Bavaria. Near the 
town is the Walhalla, a splendid temple erected to re- 
ceive the statues of distinguished Germans. 

SPIEES, on the Ehine, in Bavaria. Here, in 1529, 
the followers of the reformed faith presented to the 
emperor their famous protest, from, which circumstance 
they obtained the name of Protestants. 

STUTGAET, capital of Wurtemberg, on the Nesen- 
bach ; has a Eoyal palace. 

ULM, on the Danube, in Wurtemburg ; has a fine 
cathedral. The Danube is navigable as far as this place. 
Taken by Napoleon in 1805. 

WIESBADEN, capital of Nassau, on the Salzbach, 
is a fashionable watering-place. 

WEIMAE, capital of Saxe- Weimar; has been the 
residence of many men of genius, amongst others Goethe 
and Schiller. 

WOEMS, in Hesse-Darmstadt, on the Ehine. Here 
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Luther appeared and defended his principles before the 
famous Diet, 1521. 

WUBTZBURG, on the Maine, in Bavaria ; a fortified 
city, with an ancient university and an important 
woollen manufacture. 
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ALTOBE, capital of the canton IJri, at the south 
end of lake Lucerne. Here William TeU shot the 
apple off his son's head by order of GFessler (1307). 

BASLE, on the Bhine, capital of the canton of the 
same name, and the second city of Switzerland ; was 
the seat of a great council from 1431 to 1448. 

BEBNE, the nominal capital of Switzerland; the 
seat of the Federal Diet, and of a university ; manu- 
factures of linen and woollen goods, firearms, gun- 
powder, philosophical instruments, clocks, and watches. 

GENEVA, on the Bhone, at its point of issue from 
lake Geneva, is the largest city in Switzerland, with 
manufactures of watches and jewellery. Geneva has 
been the cradle of Protestantism, and with it are 
associated the names of Calvin, Granmer, Knox, and 
others. 

LAUSAN^NE, capital of the canton Yaud, on lake 
Geneva; was for some time the residence of Gibbon 
the historian. 

LTJCEBNE, or Lttzebit, capital of the canton of the 
same name, on lake Lucerne ; noted for its picturesque 
beauty. 

NEUCHATEL, capital of the canton of the same 
name, west of lake Neuchatel; has important manu- 
factures of watches, lace, cottons, and wines. 

ZTJBICH, capital of the canton Zurich, on the 
Limmat, a tributary of the Aar ; has a university, and 
manufactures of cotton and silk. 
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GKEiECEt 

ATHEiN'S, capital of the kingdom, one of the most 
celebrated cities of ancient history, founded B.C. 1 336 ; 
it has severally belonged to the Eomans, Goths, Turks, 
and, in 1830, became the capital of modem Greece. 

COKFU, capital of the late Eepnblic of the Ionian 
Isles. The strong fortifications erected by Great Britain 
were demolished when the islands were given up to 
Greece, 1864. 

COEINTH, on the Isthmus ; once a great, rich, and 
powerful city, now a mere village. 

HYDEA, an important commercial town, on an 
island of the same name at the entrance of Gidf 
^gina. 

LEPANTO, on a gulf of the same name in HeUas, 
off which the celebrated battle of Lepanto was fought 
in 1571, when the Turkish fleet was utterly destroyed 
by that of the Allies imder Don John of Austria. 

MESOLONGHI, or Missolonghi, a fortified town 
in Hellas, near the Gulf of Patras; Lord Byron died 
here in 1824. 

l^AUPLIA, in the Morea, on the Gulf of Argonis, 
is a strongly fortified town ; it was here that the late 
insurrection broke out, which resulted in a change of 
dynasty. 

NAYAEII^O, on the west coast of the Morea. 
Here, in 1827, the combined fleets of England, Prance, 
and Eussia, under Sir E. Codrington, defeated that of 
the Turks and Egyptians under Ibrahim Pacha; and 
this resulted in the independence of Greece. 

I^GEOPONT, chief town on the island of Euboea ; 
the birthplace of Aristotle. 

PATEAS, in the Morea, on the Gulf of Lepanto; 
has a great trade in currants, and an important manu- 
facture of a mixture of goats' hair' and wool. 

SPAETA, on the Eurotas, in the Morea; one of the 
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most famons cities of Grecian history ; it has been in 
ruins for centuries, but is now being re-built. 

THEBES, in Hellas; a celebrated city of ancient 
Greece, founded 1650 b.c. 

TOPOLIAS (L.), the only lake of importance in 
Greece, and that only for its historical associations, for 
it is now a mere marsh. Its ancient name was Copais, 
and it is situated in the east of Hellas. 

TRIPOLITZA was the chief city of the Morea 
under the Turks; taken from them by the Greeks, 
1831. 

ZAKTE, capital of the island of Zante; the most 
populous town of the Ionian Islemds ; exports immense 
quantities of currants. 

ZEITOUM, in Hellas, near which is the famous 
pass of Thermopylae, where Leonidas and the 300 
Spartans feU, b.c. 489. 

TUBKET, 

ADRIANOPLE, founded by the Emperor Hadrian, 
B.C. 378, is a large and populous town of Eumelia; 
has extensive dye works, and manufactures of silk, 
cotton, and woollen goods. 

BELGRADE, the capital of Servia, on the Danube, 
at the point where Hungary, Austria, and Turkey 
meet, is oi^e of the most strongly fortified cities in 
Europe. 

BOSKA SEEAI, capital of Bosnia, on the Migliazza; 
the centre of a great trade between Turkey and South 
Germany ; manufactures of fire-arms, leather, woollen, 
&c. 

BUCHAREST, capital of WaUachia, and the chief 
city of the Danubian Principalities, is a place of con- 
siderable commerce. 

CANDIA, or Megalo Cabibo, capital of the island 
of Crete; exports in large quantities honey, wax, 
fruits, wool, and silk. 
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C0NSTA]!TTI1^0PLE, Stamboitl, or ByzAimuH, 
capital of the Turkish empire, stands to the north of 
an inlet of the Bosphorus, called the Golden Horn; 
the houses are mostly of wood, and the streets narrow 
and dirty ; chief manufactures — silk and cotton gobdsy 
morocco leather, saddlery, and meerschaum pipes ; it is 
the seat of the foreign trade of Turkey, and in poiat 
of population the third place in Europe. 

GALATZ, on the Banuhe, in Moldavia, is an im- 
portant steam-packet station, and has a great trade in 
com. 

GALLIPOLI, in Rumelia, on the Dardanelles. This 
was the first European town captured by the Turks. 

ISMAIL, in Moldavia, near the mouth of the 
Danube ; is a strongly fortified town ; stormed by the 
Eussians under Suwarrow in 1790; ceded to Turkey 
in 1855 ; exports immense quantities of com. 

lAN'IITA, capital of Albania, on lake lanina; its 
trade and population have much declined since 1820, 
when it was burned by Ali Pacha. 

JASSY, capital of Moldavia; on the Pruth, is the 
residence of the Hospodar, as the sovereign of the 
Principalities is called. 

8AL0KICA (ancient, Thessalohica), on a gulf of 
the same name in Bumelia, is a large seaport, and the 
second commercial city in Turkey. This place is asso- 
ciated with the writings and travels of St. Paul. 

SEEES, in Eume^a, is the centre of the cotton culti- 
vation. 

SILISTEIA, on the Danube, in Bulgaria ; a strongly 
fortified and important military town. 

VAENA, in Bulgaria ; the principal seaport on the 
Black Sea; has been the scene of many battles and 
sieges. Here the Anglo-French army was encamped 
before sailing for the Crimea. 

WIDIN, or WiDDiN, on the Danube, in Bulgaria ; a 
strongly fortified town, opposite Kakfot. 
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EI7SSIA. 



AEEEMAF, at the mouth of the Dniester, with a 
large export trade in com. 

AECHANGEL, on the K Dwina; the most im- 
portant port of K. Eussia; exports timber, pitch, tar, 
resin, &c. 

ASTKACAK, on the Delta of the Volga ; its streets 
are either of deep sand or liquid mud ; its manufactures 
are not important, but its fisheries are a source of wealth. 

BAKGHI-SEBAI, near the Alnuiy a small river, on 
whose banks the allied armies of England, France, and 
Turkey, gained a victory over the Eussians, Sep., 1854* 

BAIiAKLAVA, a port in the S.W. of the Crimea. 
Here was fought a battle in the last Eussian war, when 
the light cavalry made their famous charge, Oct., 1854. 

GEONSTADT, an impregnable fortress, on a small 
island near the mouth of the !N'eva, standing as a 
sentinel before St. Petersburg; it was unsuccessfully 
attacked by the British, 1854. 

HELSD^GFOES, on the Gulf of Finland^ capital 
of Finland; has an excellent harbour, and a great 
trade in com and timber ; it is defended by the castle 
of Sweaborg. 

INKEEMAI^, a little to the east of Sebastopol. 
Here the Eussians were defeated by the Allies, Kovem* 
ber, 1854. 

KAZAI^, capital of the Czarate of the same name, 
on the Volga, is the dep6t for the trade between 
Eussia, Siberia, and the East. 

KEESON, or Chebson, a fortified town near the 
mouth of the Dnieper, with an extensive arsenaL 
Here Howard the philanthropist died. 

KIEV, capital of Little Eussia, on the Dnieper; a 
large fortified city; noted for its arsenal, university, 
and catacombs. 

MOSCOW, on the Moskwa, a tributary of the Oka; 
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the former capital of Eussia, and now the second city 
in the empire ; its trade is more extensive than that of 
St. Petershnrg ; burnt by the inhabitants in 1812, thus 
compelling Buonaparte to retire. 

KAKHITCHEYAN, on the Aras, in Transcaucasia ; 
said to be the place where Koah resided after coming 
out of the ark. 

NISH^ri NOVGOKOp, on the Volga ; noted for its 
annual fair, the largest in the world, held in July and 
August, and attended by merchants from all parts of 
Europe and Asia. 

ODESSA, between the mouths of the Dnieper and 
Dniester, on the Black Sea, is the great emporium for 
the trade of S. Bussia, and exports immense quantities 
of com. 

PEEM, capital of the government of the same name, 
on the Kama, is the centre of a great mineral district. 

PETEBSBUEG (St.), capital of the empire, on the 
'NeYSL ; founded by Peter the Great in 1703 ; has magni- 
ficient palaces, and public buildings, and extensive 
commerpe with all nations. 

PULTAWA, at the confluence of the Poltawka and 
and Yorskla, in Little Eussia ; famous for the defeat 
of the Swedes under Charles XII. by Peter the Great 

SAMAEA, on the Yolga, in the government of 
Astracan ; has a large trade in caviare, an article made 
£rom the sound of the sturgeon. 

SARATOV, on the Volga, in the government of 
Astracan, is a large fortified and commercial city, 
with an extensive commerce. 

SEBASTOPOL, a fortified seaport, in the Crimea, 
and formerly the chief naval station of the Eussian 
fleet ; stormed and taken by the Allies in 1855. 

SWEABOEG, an almost impregnable fortress, oppo- 
site Helsingfors, on the Gulf of Pinland; stormed 
with partial success by the Allies in 1855. 

WAES AW, capital of Poland, on the Vistula ; one 
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of the chief stationB of the Eussioa- army, and the 
scene of great cruelties on the part of the Bussians 
during the Polish revolt in 1863. 

WIL^N'A, or ViLNA, on a tributary of the Niemen, 
in W. Eussia; a populous city, containing a great 
number of Jews. 
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• ACEE, or St. Jean n' Acre, a seaport on the coast of 
Syria, near the foot of Mount Carmel ; famous for the 
siege it sustained in the third crusade. Was unsuccess- 
fully attacked by Buonaparte in 1799, but was taken 
by the British, after two hours' bombardment, in 1840, 

ADEK, in Arabia ; the key to the Bed Sea ; belongs 
to the British, and is useful as a coaling station for 
steamers ; was purchased from the Arabs in 1839. 

AGEA, a city of India, on the Jumna, and seat of 
government for the l^.W. provinces. 

ALEPPO, the. chief city of N. Syria, with manu- 
factures of silk and cotton goods, and gold and silver 
thread. 

ALIWAL, near the Sutlej, in Upper India; defeat 
of the Sikhs by Sir Harry Smith, 1846. 

ALLAHABAD, a city of India, at the junction of 
the Ganges and Jumna ; is one of the sacred cities of 
the Hindoos, and a great military depot. 

AMO Y, a port of China, in the province of Fokien ; 
one of the five ports opened to foreign trade by the 
treaty of Nankin, 1842. 

AMEITSIE, the chief commercial city of N. India ; 
it contains a Sikh temple. 

ANDAMAN ISLES, a group in the bay of Bengal ; 
used as a convict station for India. 

ANGOEA, on the Sakaria, in Asia Minor; famous 
for its silky goats' hair, of which shawls are made. 

ANTIOCH, on the Orontes, in Syria ; was for nearly

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200 years the capital of ft Christiaiil kingdom foundisd 
by the Cnumders, and here tiie followers of our Lord 
were first called Christians. 

ARACAN, a iprovince of Furthel* India, with a capital 
of the same name ; taken by the British, in 1825, from 
the Burmese. 

ARCOT, a city of India, formerly capital of the 
Camatic ; battle fought between Olive and Rajah Sahib, 
1751. 

ASOALON ) k fbitress on the cdast of Palestine, the 
scene of niany battles during the crusades; destroyed 
in 1191 by Saladih. 

ASSAM, a province <rf Further India. Tea i« largely 
cultivated and Exported. 

ASSAYE, a village of India, Hyderabad ; battle 
between the British, under Wellesley, and the Mahr&ttd 
forces, 1803. 

ASTSABAB, on the Caspian Sea, in Persia; is very 
unhealthy, and is called "the city of the plague." 

AVA, a city of rurfeher India, on the Irrawaddy, the 
former capital of the Burman empire; was destroyed 
by an earthquake in 1839. 

BAGI)AI>, the cJhief city of Mesopotamia, on the 
Tigris ; a place of ^eat trade. 

B AMIAN, a celebrated pass across the Hindoo Koosh 
leading &Qfm Afghanistan to Indelnendent Tartary, aldo 
the name of a tow^n iia the p&ss. 

BANOALORE, k fortified town in India, MysOTe ; 
cbntaihs the palace of Tippoo Sahib. 

BENARES, a large ci^ of IniHa, on the Ganges'; 
the most sacred place of the Hindoos'; has a large kade 
in diamonds and shawls. 

BEYR50UT, in Syrifc, the pcH^ of Bafe^cus ; manu- 
factures of silk stuffs, and gold and silvei* thread. 

BOXHARA, 'capital of Tiu*kestah ; famous as ft seat 
of Mohcoiiinddan Ibcchuiig ; tlt^re«3^ 103 ccUeges, with 
10,000 flfcuaeiits. 
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BOMBAY, a city of India, on an island on the 
Malabar coast; capital of the Presidency of tiie eame 
name. Its harbour is excellent, and its trade second 
only to Cakutta. 

BOOTAN, an independent state of India, at tiie foot 
of the Himalayas. 

BUSHIEE, the chief seaport of Ferna, on the 
Persian Gulf; has a lai*ge trade with India. 

CABOOL, -capital of Afghanistan, on the Cabool 
river ; has a great overland trade ; outbreak of the 
chiefs in 1842, after which its magnificent bazaar was 
destroyed by the British. 

CALCUTTA, on the Hoogly, a branch of Uie Gbmges, 
the capital of British India, is a large and magnificent 
city of great commercial importance. To the north of 
it is Fort William, the first place possessed by tha 
British in India. 

CA!NTON, on the Canton river, in China; osie of 
the five ports opened to foreigners by the lareaty of 
1842 ; exports tea, silk, precious metals, and porce- 
lain. 

CABMEL, a mountain on the coast of Samaria, in 
Palestine ; near its foot is Acre. Here Etijaii encoun- 
tered the priests of Baal. 

CABNATIC, a district of India, stretching from 
Cape Comorin to near the mouth of the Eristna, and 
about 75 miles wide ; ceded to the British in 1801 by 
the Kabob of Arcoti 

CASHMEEE, the most northern province of Hiii* 
dostan, and part of the Punjab dominions. The climate 
resembles that of England, and the inhabitants are taU 
and handsome ; celebrated for its manufactmre of ehawla 
from goats' hair. 

CAWNPOEE, one of the most important commercial 
cities of India, on the Ganges, and a great military 
station. Here a horrible massacre was peipetraitBd, by 
crder of Nena Sahib, July, 1857.

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CHANDERNAGORE, a French town in Bengal, 
16 miles from Calcutta. 

COIMBATORE, the name of a town situated in a 
pass of the same name, which is 30 miles wide, at the 
south of the Deccan, in India, and which pass unites the 
lowlands of the east and west Ghauts. > 

• COLOMBO, chief seaport of Ceylon ; taken from the 
Dutch, 1796. 

CYPRUS, an island in the Levant, belonging to Tur- 
key ; exports com, wine, and cotton ; capital, Lef kosia. 

DADUR, in Beloochistan, near the entrance to the 
Bolan Pass. Here, in 1840, the British troops routed 
a Eelat force. 

DAMASCUS, the chief city of Syria, and said to be 
the oldest in the world ; has a great foreign trade, and 
manufactures of sword blades and damask cloths. The 
port of Damascus is Beyrout. 

DAMAUN", a Portuguese town on the gulf of Cam- 
bay, in India, with an inconsiderable trade. 

DELHI, on the Jumna, the Mohammedan metropolis 
of India, and the former capital of the Mogul empire ; 
has an extensive inland trade in the various productions 
of the country. Delhi. was seized by the Sepoy rebels 
in 1857. 

ELEPHANTA, an island in the Arabian Sea, five 
miles. from Bombay; celebrated for its cave-templesj 
which contain colossal images of Hindoo divinities. It 
takes its name from an enormous statue of an elephant 
which once stood on the shore. 

ERZROUM, capital of Turkish Armenia ; has a con- 
siderable trade; tiie lower floors of all the houses are 
subterranean, and are used as stables. 

EEROZEPORE, a town of India, on the Sutlej. 
Here -was fought a great battle between the Sikhs and 
British in 1845. 

^ FOO-CHOW-EOO, in the province of Tokien, China^ 
on the Min ; manufactures of silk and cotton. It. is 
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ime of the five ports thrown open to foreign trade by 
the treaty of 1842. 

. FOEMOSA, an island east of Fokien, in China; 
earthquakes are common. 

PUEKUCKABAD, a town in Agra, India, on the 
Ganges. Holcar's army defeated by Lord Lake in 
1806. 

GALLE, the name of a town and cape at the south 
of Ceylon ; an important steam-packet station. 

GA!ZA, on the west coast of Syria, is the entrepot 
for caravans between Egypt and Sjnria. 

GHUZiN'EE, a city of Afghanistan; stormed by the 
British in 1839, recovered by Afghans, 1841 ; the 
celebrated ''gates of Somnauth" were taken from this 
city by Lord EUenborough. 

GOA, a territory on the Malabar coast of India, 
with a capital of the same name, belonging to Portugal. 
It was once of some commercial importance, but now 
its trade is insignificant. 

GW ALICE, capital of the Scindia family's territory, 
in N. India; taken by the British in 1779, and again 
in 1844. 

HEEAT, a city of Afghanistan, of great military 
and commercial importance, being the key to India 
from the west; manufactures of carpets and sword- 
blades. 

HILLAH, in Mesopotamia, Asiatic Turkey ; a small 
town built on the site of ancient Babylon, on the 
Euphrates. 

ELINDOO-KOOSH, a range of mountains, separated 
from the Himalayas by the valley of the Indus, and 
stretching from the west of Chinese Tartary to the 
centre of Afghanistan ; greatest elevation, 20,000 feet. 

HUEDWAE, on the Ganges, in the N.W. province 
of India, is a place of great trade, and has the largest 
fair in India. 

HYDERABAD, (1) capital of Scinde, four miles 
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tnm the Indut ; mannfactnivfl of silk, cotton, and fancy 
goods. (2) Capital of the Nizam' a dominions. 

INDORE, capital of a territory of the same name, 
in N. W. India, belonging to the Holcar family ; con-* 
tains a British residency. 

I8KANDEE00N, or S]Liin)Eiu>oN, in Syria, the sea- 
port of Aleppo ; has a fine harbour, and a large trade. 

ISPAHAN, a large city in Persia, and' formerly the 
capital ; noted for its beautiful college ; has extensive 
manufactures of silk and cotton goods, and fire-arms. 

JEDDO, capital of Japan, on the island of Niphon ; 
it is built in the form of a crescent, and equals London 
in extent. 

JELALABAD, in Afghanistan. Here the British 
under Sale routed the Afghans (1841-2). 

JERUSALEM, the chief city of Palestine ; the date 
of its origin is altogether unknown, but it existed in 
Abraham's time, and was capital of Israel i^ider 
David. Here our Lord taught and suffered. It was 
besieged, taken, and destroyed by the Romans, a.d. 70 ; 
the chief building at present is the mosque of Omar, 
on the site of the Holy Temple. 

JIDDAH, in Arabia; the port of Mecca; exports 
gums, incense, drugs, and coffee. 

JOPPA, Jaffa, or Yaffa, on the coast of Palestine ; 
has several mosques and churches, and considerable 
trade in com, coial, cotton, and firuit. 

JIJGKtERNATJT, in thecentralprovinceof India; noted 
for its Hindoo temple, where Krishna is worshipped. 

EARS, on the Ears river, in Turkish Armenia, near 
the Russian frontier; noted for the heroic defence of 
the Turkish garrison under General Williams, 1855. 

EELAT, capital of Beloochistan ; is strongly forti* 
fied, and has a good transit trade; was taken by the 
British in 1839, and again in 1841. 

KHATAMANDOO, capital of the independent state 
of Nepaul, N. India ; contains Buddhist tqmples. 
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KHIYA, capital of a Khanate iz| Indep^ideiit 
Tartaiy; has palaces, mosques, a oarava^sary, ))azaaFy 
and the greatest slave market in Asia. 

KING-TE-CHING, in the province of Kiang-si, 
China ; has the most extensive porcelain manufactories 
in the world. 

KIXJ-SIU, one of the Japi^ I^aads, on which is 
the port of Nagasaki. 

KUERAGHEE, near the mouth of the Indus, the 
chief port of Scinde ; exports camels, saltpetre, rice, 
}udes, tallow, and drugs. 

LAGCADIYES, a group of 17 small coral islandii 
in the Arabian Sea l)elonging to Britain. 

LAHORE, a city of India, capital of the Punjab, 
pn the Ravee ; h^s a native college with 600 students. 

LASSA, capital of Thibet ; is t)ie chief seat of the 
Buddhist religion. Here resides the Grand Lama, and 
there are many schools of religion and philosophy. 

LUCOrOW, a city of India, capital pf Gude, on 
the Gomtee; was besieged by the Sepoy rebels in 
1857 for 87 days, when it was relieved by Sir Colin 
Campbell. 

MADRAS, the most populous city of India, capital 
pf the Presidency; it is very badly situated for com- 
merce. 

MANAAR (Gulf of), between India and Ceylon; 
also the name of an island off Ceylon. 

MANISSA, in Asia Minor; famous for its load- 
stones ; hence they are called '< magnets." 

MECCA, capital of the Hedjas, in Arabia ; the 
birthplace of Mahomet. 

MEDUSA, in the Hedjas, in Arabia. Mahomet 
died here. 

MEERUT, in the N.W. province of India. Here 
the Sepoy mutiny broke out, on the 10th of May, 
1857, by the native troops shooting their officers. 

MIAKO, a large and populous city of Japan, in

Mphon Island, the ecclesiastical capital, and the resi- 
dence of the spiritual sovereign ; it is the chief manu- 
facturing and literary city of the empire. 

MIRZAPOOR, a town in Bengal, on the Ganges; 
is a military station, and the chief mart for silks and 
cottons in the central provinces. 

MOCAO^ or MACAO, a seaport and settlement of 
the Portuguese, in the province of Canton, China; 
ceded hy the Chinese, in 1586, for assistance rendered 
in putting down piracy. 

MOCHA, in Arahia, a fortified seaport on the Red 
Sea ; celebrated for its coffee — ^the best in the worid. 

MOORSHED ABAD, a city of India, on the Hoogly, 
the former capital of Bengal ; a very unhealthy place. 

MOSUL, a city of Asiatic Turkey, on the Tigris, 
opposite the ruins of Nineveh ; Has a flourishing trade. 

MOTJLMEIN, a city of Further India, capital of the 
Tenasserim provinces ; is an important military station-. 

MUSCAT, capital of a province of the same name, 
in Arabia, on the Persian Gulf; is the emporium of 
Eastern Arabia. 

MYSORE, a city of India, capital of a protected 
state of the same name, with a British residency. 

NAGASAKI, in Kiii-siu island, the chief commercial 
city of Japan, with a delightful climate ; until lately 
the only port at which foreigners were allowed to trade; 
exports camphor, copper, cotton goods, drugs, and silks. 

NANKIN, capital of the province Kiang-su, China, 
on the Yang-tse river; itnportant manufactures of 
crape, satin, paper, and nankeen; it was at one time 
the capital of the whole empire. 

NEILGHERRIES, a mountain group, in 8. India, 
between Coimbatore and Seringapatam. 

NEPAL, the most powerful independent state of 
India, at the foot of the Himalayas. 

NERTCHINSK, a town in Eastern Siberia, on the 
Nertcha, the chief penal settlement; the worst class 
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of criminals work here in the lead and qmcksilver 
mines. 

!N^ICOLAE, a group of islands in the Bay of Bengal, 
belonging to Britain. 

NINGPO, in the province of Che-Kiang, China, 
twelve miles from the sea ; one of the five ports opened 
to foreign trade by the treaty of 1842. 

OEEAH, in Asiatic Turkey, Mesopotamia ; this was 
the famous TJr of the Chaldees, where were bom 
Abraham, Nahor, and Lot. 

PATNA, in India, province of Bahar; has a great 
trade in opium, rice, indigo, and tobacco. 

PEKIN, the metropolis of China, in the province 
of Petcheli, 100 miles from the sea; has a population 
of about three millions. 

PETROPAULOVSKI, in Siberia, capital of Kamt- 
schatka; bombaided unsuccessfully by the Anglo- 
French fleet in 1854. 

PLASSY, a village of India, 90 miles north of 
Calcutta ; decisive battle between Clive and Soorajoo- 
Dowlah, 1757; this victory established British power 
in India. 

PONDICHERRY, capital of the French possessions 
in India. It is on the coast, 85 miles south of Madras ; 
its trade is inconsiderable. 

RAJPOOT ANA, an extensive tract in N. W. India ; 
contains the independent states of the Rajpoots. 

RANGOON, in British Birmah, on a branch of the 
Irrawady ; is a great trading place, and the emporium 
for European and Asiatic merchandize ; was last taken 
by the British, 1852. 

RHODES, an island in the Levant, belonging to 
Asiatic Turkey; its climate is delicious, and its soil 
exceedingly fruitful. 

SAIGON, capital of the French possessions in Cochin- 
China, on a river of the same name, is the centre of 
a large fertile tract ceded to France in 1863. 
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8CUTABI, a large towu in Turkey, on the Boapliorus^ 
opposite Constantinople. An hospital was formed here, 
in 19d4, for the cdlied armies engaged in the Biissian 
war. 

SEatlNGAPATAM, on the Cauvery, in Madras, was 
foriaerly capital of Mysore ; assaulted by the British 
in 1799, when Tippoo Sahib was slain. 

BHAyCrHAE, in the province of Kiang-su, China; 
U the most northern of the five ports open to foreign 
trade, and is a great entrepot for European goods. 

SINGAPORE, an island and town to the south of 
Malacca ; an important depot for British goods ; maau-. 
facture of sago, 

8IN0PE, in Asiatic Turkey, on the shores of the 
Black Sea. Here the Turkish fleet was destroyed, in 
18^3, by a Bussian naval force. 

SMYBKA, capital of Asiatic Turkey, on the coast 
of Asia Minor; exports cotton, silk, camels' hair, &o. 
It claims to be the birthplace of Homer, 

SOBRAON, a viUage in N. India, on the Sutlej. 
Sir H. Gough defeated the Sikhs, 1846.. 

SUMBULPORE, a town of India, on the Mahanuddy ; 
celebrated for its diamonds. 

SURATy on the Taptee, in the W. of India ; expprtti 
cotton. The trade has declined, being diverted to Bombay ^ 

TARSUS, in Aaia Minor, on the Oydnus ; the birth- 
place of St. Paul. 

TIEN-TSm, in China, on the Pei-ho river ; the port 
9f Pekin. Here was signed a treaty with England, 18^ i. 

T0B0I.8K, qn the Tobol, sub-tributary of the Obi, 
capital of Siberia, is a fine town, with some handsome 
buildings ; Qianufactures of leather, cloth, soap, ^e, 

TREBIZOl^D, in Asiatic Turkey, on the Black Sea ; 
exports silk, wool, tobacco, carpets, shawls, and drugs« 
It was to Trebizond that Xenophon retreated after the 
battle of Cunaxa, 

TRICHINOPOLY, a town g.E. of India, in ijifl 
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Kadras Ftendency^ at the mouth of the Cauveiy; 
noted for its cigars. 

TRINCOMALEE, a fortified townin the N. of Ceylon, 
is a considerable military station, and has a very fine 
harbour, but is unhealthy. 

TRIPOLI, in Syria, near Mount Lebanon ; abounds 
in ancient and mediaBval remains; was taken by the 
Crusaders, 1108. 

ULLAH-BTJ]^P, an immense mound, thrown up by 
an earthquake, in Scinde, 1819; it is 50 miles long, 
and 10 feet high. 

URUMIAH, an intensely salt lake, in the N. of Per- 
sia; it contains no living thing save a species of fucus. 

VAN", a lake of Asiatic Turkey, between Armenia 
and Kurdestan; the waters are salt; they have no 
visible outlet, and many sardines are taken in them. 

VINDHYA, a range of mountains in central India; 
they form the noithem boundary of the Deccan. 

WH AMPO A, a shipping station 1 2 miles from Canton, 
in China ; has an excellent anchorage, and exports great 
quantities of tea. 

YOKOHAMA, in Japan, a few miles seaward of 
Jeddo; chief residence of English and other foreign 
merchants, in whose interest some British troops are 
stationed there, 

AEBICA. 

ABOMEY, capital of the kingdom of Dahomey; has 
a great trade in slaves, palm oil, ivory, feathers, &c. 
The inhabitants are notorious for the offering of human 
sacrifices. 

ALEXANDRIA, the chief port of Egypt, at the 
mouth of the Kile ; founded by Alexander the Great 
B.C. 332 ; was at one time capital of the eastern empire; 
is now the station of the Egyptian fleet, and the resi^ 
dence of the foreign consuls ; it is also the chief station 
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Df the oTerland route to India. Here are Cleopatra^ s 
needles and Pompey's pillar. Chief exports, cotton aiid 
cotton seed. 

ALGIERS, capital of the French colony of Algeria ; 
the residence of the governor-general and of the foreign 
consuls. 

ALGOA BAY, an anchorage on the S.E. coast, re- 
ceiving many rivers. 

ASCEI^SIOIS', an island in the Atlantic helonging 
to Britain ; has a military station and a provision depot ; 
exports turtles. 

ASHAKTEE, the most poweful native state in 
Guinea; capital, Coomassie. It is rich in gold and 
vegetable produce. 

ATLAS MOTJlSTTAIlSrS, a range stretching from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Sahara ; highest point 11, 400 
feet. 

BAREA, a division of Tripoli, in N. Africa ; a depen* 
dency of Turkey. 

BATHURST, on the Gambia, capital of the British 
settlement of Senegambia; exports rum, ivory, gold, 
and cotton. 

BENIN", (1) a town in Lower Guinea, capital of a 
kingdom of the same name, on a branch of the Niger ; 
has a large trade in slaves. (2) The name of a bight 
or bay in Lower Guinea. 

BOUSSA, on the Niger, in Soudan. Here Mungo 
Park was murdered. 

CAIRO, capital of Egypt, on the Nile, the largest 
city in Africa; it is connected with Alexandria by a 
railway, and is a station on the overland route. In the 
neighbourhood are the great pyramids, and the tombs of 
the Mamelukes. The streets are very narrow and dirtv. 

CAPE COAST CASTLE, a town and fort of north 
Guinea belonging to Britain, and capital of the settle* 
ments on this coast ; exports palm oil, gold dust, maize^ 
and tortoise-shell. 
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CAPE COLONY, a Britisli possession of S. Africa ; 
eapital, Cape Town ; has an area of about 170,000 square 
miles; taken from the Dutch in 1806, and formally 
^eded to Britain by the treaty of Vienna, 1815. 

CEUTA, a port of Morocco belonging to Spain. ThQ 
headland on which it is built was the south '' pillar of 
Hercules." 

CO]!^GrO, or Zaibe, a large river of Lower Guinea, 
said to rise in lake Dilolo ; flows into the Atlantic after 
a course of 1000 miles. 

CONSTAKTINE, in Algeria ; taken by the French, 
1847 ; manufactures of leather goods. There are many 
remains of the old Eoman town. 

DAHOMEY, a kingdom of Lower Guinea ; capital, 
Abomey (which see). The slave trade is here actively 
carried on. 

DAMIETTA, in Egypt, on the Nile ; was formerly 
a place of great commercial importance, but the trade 
has now declined ; manufactures of leather and dimity. 
: D' URBAN, the port of the colony of Natal, formerly 
called Port Natal, is rapidly becoming of great im*' 
portance. 

ELMINA, capital of the Dutch possessions in Guinea ; 
is well fortified. 

ESNEH, the chief commercial town of Upper Egypt, 
on the Nile ; is actively engaged in the cotton trade. 

FERNANDO PO, an island in the Gulf of Guinea, 
belonging to Spain. 

FEZ, a city of Morocco ; the holy city of the empire ; 
chief place for the manufacture of morocco leather; was 
once the capital of a powerful, independent kingdom. 

FREE-TOWN, capital of Sierra Leone ; is very un- 
healthy for Europeans ; the majority of the inhabitants 
are liberated negroes. 

GHIZEH, in Egypt, on the Nile ; made famous by 
the pyramids in the neighbourhood. Artiflcial egg- 
hatching carried on to a great extent.

60ND AR, the chief town of Abyssinia. 

GRAHAM^S TOWK, in S. Africa ; is ttie chief town 
and seat of government for the eastern province. 

HOTTENTOTIA, or the country of the Hottentots, 
comprises a great part of the basin of the Orange river. 

JENNEH, a town on an island in the Niger, in 
Soudan ; has an extensive commerce, and receives 
many articles of British manufacture. The inhabi* 
tants are Mahometans. 

KHARTUM, capital of Nubia, on a tributary of 
the Nile; is the residence of the Egyptian governor; 
was formerly a great slave dep6t. 

KORDOFAN, a country in East Africa, belonging 
to "Egypt; conquered, in 1821, by Ibrahim Pacha. 

LAGOS, a town on the Guinea coast, recently 
purchased by Britain. 

LIBERIA, an independent negro republic of West 
Africa, established in 1848, and intended as a refrige 
for liberated slaves from the United States, and those 
released from slavers. Area, 20,000 square miles; 
capital, Monrovia. 

MASSOUAH, the chief port of Abyssinia, on the Red 
Sea; it belongs to Egypt, and has an Egyptian governor. 

MOROCCO, capital of the empire of the same name, 
near the Tensift river; is badly built, and dirty; 
manfactures of leather and silk goods. 

MOZAMBIQUE, a fortified port, and the chief place 
of the Portuguese possessions in Africa, on the east 
coast ; exports ivory, gold-dust, and slaves. 

NATAL, a British colony in S. E. Africa. Charter 
granted in 1866. It is a flourishing place, and exports 
sugar, cottoQ, indigo, com, and tobacco. 

NEW DONGOLA, on the Nile, in Nutia; is a 
military station, and a place of considerable trade. 

NIANZA, or Victobta Lake, on the Equator, 3740 
feet cA)ove ^e sea. In this lake the White Nile has 
its origin. 
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PIETERMllTRITZBURG, capital of Natal. 

QUILIMANE^ a town in Mozambique^ at the ttiouth 
of the Zambesi river ; exports gold and ivory. 

EOSETTA^ on the Nile^ in Egypt. An in^dibed 
stone was found here, about the year 1800, which has 
formed the key to the Egyptia^n hieroglyphics; this 
celebrated '^Eosetta stone" was deciphered by Dr. T. 
Young. 

SACKATU, on a river of the same name, in Soudan, 
an important city of Cent»d Africa, having considerable 
transit trade. 

SALEE, on the coast of Morocco; formerly noted 
l» B resort fDr pirates. 

SIOUT^ capital of Upper Egypt, on the Nile 4 chief 
manufacture, pipe-bowls. 

SOEALA, a territory on the Mozambiqcie Ghaii^nel, 
belonging to Portugal, with a capital t^ the same 
name; has a large trade in ivory, gold^ amber, and 
Haves. 

SUEZ, on a gulf of the same name, in Lowef Egypt, 
and the terminus of the railway on the overland route ; 
passengers embark here in steam-boats for India. 

TANANARIVO^ coital of Madagascar:; is fottmed 
in the European style. 

TANGIEES, on the north cotat of Morocco ; ceded 
by Portugal to the &iti8h in 166% and held -by them 
(12 years. 

TETTJAN, on the coast of Morocco, belonging to 
fipain. 

TIMBUCTU, a city of Soudan, near the Niger; 
the centre of the trade between Senegambia, the 
North, and Interior; exports slaves, ivoiy, gold-^ust, 
iSeathers, and dates. 

TEIPOLI, capital of a state of the same "name, in 
N. Africa ; has an extensive trade by means of Carav^s ; 
fiianufactures of carpets, leath^, and earthenware. 

TUNIS, capital of a government of the eameiidma^

in N. Africa. Qreat restrictioiis are laid upon trade, 
yet the manufactures are considerable, consisting of 
linen, woollen, and leather. * 

ZAMBESI, a large river in Eastern Africa, falling 
into the Indian Ocean near Quilimane. 

ZANZIBAE, an island off the coast of Zanquebar, 
subject to the Sultan of Muscat; celebrated for its 
spices, especially cloves.

ANTICOSTI, an island at the mouth of the river 
St. Lawrence; only a sufficient number of persons 
reside here to attend to the lighthouses. 

CHARLOTTE TOWN, the capital of Prince Ed- 
ward Island ; is weU built, on a . good harbour, with a 
thriving trade. 

FORT YORK, near the mouth of Nelson river, on 
Hudson's Bay ; the cold here in the winter is fearfiilly 
intense, the thermometer being frequently as low as 
60" below zero. 

PREDERICKTON, capital of New Brunswick, on 
the river St. John ; extensive lumber trade. 

HALIFAX, capital of Nova Scotia, on the S. W. 
coast ; has one of the finest harbours in the world. 

KINGSTON, on Lake Ontario, in Upper Canada; 
has an excellent harbour, and extensive trade. 

NEW WESTMINSTER, capital of British Columbia'; 
the only place deserving the name of a town in the 
colony. 

NIAGARA, on a river of the same name, between 
lakes Erie and Ontario; near it are the celebrated 
"Falls." 

MACKENZIE, a river which empties the northern 
system of great lakes into the Arctic Ocean ; there aie 
no towns-^n its banks. 
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t MONTREAL, dn'aa island of the flamiB name,, ill 
the river St. LawTence, Lower Canada; is the finest 
.«to;wn in the country, and contains some handsome 
buildings.. It is the emporium for the trade between 
British America and the United States. A magnificent 
tubular bridge crosses the river here^ the greatest 
.work of its kind in the world. Until 1849 it was the 
Q0at of government, which was then removed to Quebec 
and Toronto, ^in consequence of some serious riots which 
XKJcurred. 

OTTAWA, capital of Canada, on a river of the same 
name, a tributary of the St; Lawrence ; has excellent 
"V^ater communication, and an unlimited supply of 
magnetic ore is to be found in the neighbourhood, 

QUEBEC, capital of Lower Canada, on the St. 
Lawrence; the largest, and in every way the most 
important place in the colony ; shipbuilding is ezte^* 
sively carried on, and e&aimous quantities . of timber 
are exported. Near the city are the Heights of Abra* 
.ham, where Wolfe fell at the moment of victory (1759). 
: ST. JOHN, the largest city of. New Brunswick; has 
a fine harbour, and is the most commercial city of the 
province ; exports timber, furs,, an^ fish, 

ST. JOHN'S, capital of Newfoundland, on the S.E. 
coast; has a first-rate harbour, and ;is well fortified: 
seals and cod-fish are taken in great abundance, a|id 
numerous vessels resort heife for that purpose. 

TORONTO, capital of Upper Cana^ on L. Ontari<3^; 
has an important trade in wheat lind timber. 

XTNITED STATES. ' ' 

ALBANY, capital of New York; State, on the Hud- 
son, is a large and thriving city, having an extensive 
inland and foreign trade. Its university is the first in 
,the United States. 

ANTIETAN GEEEK, in Jiarylaod. Here^ on the 
17th September, 1862, was.£9jac^^>tjie l&ofst bloo^ 
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battle of tlie late war, which ended in i^ total defeat 
<»£ the ConlederateBy under Jackson. 

BALTIMORE, in Maiylandy on CSiesapeake Bay, is 
•a plaoe oi groat trade ; four rulways and many cwaak 
converge here; it absorbs most of the trade of the 
state, has the greatest flour market in the irorid, and* 
the most extensive for tobacco in the United States, 
The British fiNroes attacked it unsacoesafuUy in 1814. 

BATON ROUGE, on the Mississippi, since 1847 the 
capital of Louisiana. The former capital was New 
Orleans, the change being made in consequence of the 
salubrity of the present capital. 

BOSTON, capital of Massachusetts and Hie chkf 
town of New !^gland, is the literary capital of the 
States; has a university, medical college, natural his- 
tory and historical societies, an athenssum, &c. Eight 
Tsilways terminate here. 

BROOKLYN, on Long Ii^and, opposite New York ; 
contains the chief arsenal of the United States. 

BUFFALO, in the state of New York, on lake Erie. 
Its situation is excellent for trade, and good advantage 
is taken of it. 

BULL RUN, on tiie Potomac, in Virginia. Two 
Ibattles were fought here, one in Jnly, 1861, and the 
^otiier in June, 1862, in both of which the Fedefais 
Were defeated. 

BUNKER'S HILL, a Httle to the N. of Boston; 
battle, in the war of Independence, June, 177d. 

CHANCELLORSYILLE, in Virginia. Battle fought 
here, May 1, 1863, when the Federals, under Hooker, 
were defeated by the Confederates, under Lee. 

CHARLESTON, the most important port oi 8. Caro- 
lina; efxports enoimons quantities of cotton. Nated 
^for its blockade and brave defence against the United 
States' fleet, 1863-4« It was attacked on the land side, 
April 7, 1863, unsuocesefuUy; but the dty ^surrendered' 
te QiAi^, April 9, 1866. 



f OHA.TTANOOGA, on the TeBnessee river, ia Teii*^ 
neesee ; taken by the Federals in August) 1863. 

CHICAGO, the largest town in Illinois, on lake 
Michigan ; from its favourable position it has become, a 
place of immense trade, chiefly in timber and flour. 

CINCINATTI, a city of Ohio, on the river Ohio, 
the most populous place in the state ; has an extensive 
Gotnmerce by rail and water. 

FIVE FORES, at the junction of five roads, a little 
to the S. of Richmond; here the Confederates met 
:with their greatest disaster the day before the fall of 
Blchmond. 

FORT DOl^NELSON, on Cumberland river, in 
Kentucky. Taken by Grant, 1862. 

FORT SUMPTER, in S. Carolina, near Charleston, 
the taking of which by the Southerners, in December, 
I860, was the first blow struck in the great civil war. 

FREDERICKSBURG, on the Rappahannock, ia 
Yirginia; Lee defeated the Federals, Dec, 1862. 

GETTYSBURG, in Pennsylvania; defeat of the 
Confederates, July, 1862. 

JERSEY CITY, on the Hudson, in New Jersey, is 
the port of departure for the Cunard line of steamers. 

LEXINGTON, in Kentucky, the oldest city in the 
state, is well built and handsome, with a xiniversity 
and several important manufactures. 

LOUISVILLE, the largest city in Kentucky, on the 
Ohio, has a university and great trade. 

MOBILE, the chief city and port of Alabama, on a 
river of the same name ; the second city in the United 
States for the exportatioa of cotton. 

NASHVILLE, capital of Tennessee, on Cumberland 
river; its railway, canal, and river facilities render it 
a most important place of trade. 

NEW ORLEANS, on the Mississippi, in Louisiana, 
the former capital of the state; is the chief port in 
Ihe Union for the exportation of cotton; it also ex- 
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ports tobacco, sugar, and provisions. Surrendered to 
the Federal fla^-officer, Farrap^ut, April, 1862. 

NEW PLYMOUTiE, in Massachusetts, the oldest 
town in New England. Here the "Pilgrim Fathers'' 
landed from the May Flower in 1620, showing their: 
affection for their native land by naming their new 
home after the town they last left in England. 

NEW TOEK, the largest city of America, on tho 
Hudson, and the commercial capital of the United 
States. It stands on Manhattan Island, and is built 
iii a trisingular form. Founded by the Dutch in 1621, 
and was the seat of the first American Congress, 1786. 
♦ PHILADELPHIA, on the Delaware, in Pennsyl- 
vania, the former capital of the tJlxited States ; founded 
by Penn, 1682 ; is now the second city in the ITnion. 
The declaration of Independence was signed We, 1776, 

PITTSBURG, (1) near the Ohio, in Pennsylvania; 
<&ief seat of the iron manufacture, especially machinery. 
(2) A town in Tennessee, on the Tennesee river, where 
^battle was fought, in April, 1865, which lasted two 
days, and ended in the total defeat of the Federals. 

RICHMOND, capital of Virginia, on James' river. 
It was also capital of the late Confederation, holding 
its own against the Federals for forty-five months, but 
at last succumbed before Grant, March 29, 1865. . 

SACRAMENTO, on a river of the same name, in 
CaJifomia ; owing to its vicinity to the gold mines it 
has fast risen into importance. 

SAN FRANCISCO, oil the Sacramento, in California ; 
the most important N. American city on the Pacific. 
Exports great quantities of g6ld. 

SARATOGA, or Sahatoga Spmwgs, in the State of 
New York', 30 miles north of Albany ; the most fashion- 
able watering-place in the Union; General Burgoyne 
capitulated to the Americans, 1777. 

SAVANNAH, in Georgia, on a river of the same 
name ; the most important comn^ercial city of the state^

ST. LOUIS, on the Mississippi, in Mssoari i is tW 
oentre of a great inland trade, being situated ai fhii 
confluence of several large rivers.

YICKSBUBQ, in Mississippi, on the Mississippi; 
was on Ave occasions unsuccc^sfuUj attacked hj the 
Federals, but capitulated to Grants JxeIj, 186S. 

WASHINGTON, capital of the Union, situated on 
the river Potomac, in the district of Columbia; the 
official residence of the President; the meetings of 
Congress are held here in the capitoL 

WINCHESTER, in Maryland. Pony battles were 
fought here in the late civil war. 

MEXICO AND CSNTRAIi AMKRTOA. 

BALIZE, capital of British Honduras, at the mouth 
of a river of the same name ; consists of about 600 
wooden houses ; exports mahogany and logwood. 

CAMPEACHY, on a bay of the same name, in 
Mexico; it is the chief port of Ucatan, is strongly 
fortified, a^ expmi» logwood, cotton, cigars, and wax. 

CAETAGO, a town and mountain in the state of 
Costa Bica, Central America. The town was destroyed 
by an earthquake in 1841, before which it was the 
capital of the state. The mountain is 11,480 feet 
high, and both oceans may be seen from its summit. 

CHAP ALA, a large lake in Mexico; area, 1300 
square miles. 

COMATAQITA, capital of the state of Honduras, 
Central America, on the XJlloa river; the people are 
chiefly employed in the lumber trade; there are a 
college and some convents. 

GUADALAXAEA, the second city of Mexico, on 
the Bio Grande ; a beautiful town, with a magnificent 
cathedral; founded by the Spaniards, 1551. 
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MEXICO) capital of the empire, on a large plam 
near L. Tezcuco, at an elevation of 7471 feet; its 
churches and other buildings contain a vast amount of 
wealth; manufactures gold and silver lace, saddlery, 
coaches, and cigars. 

XICAEAGUA (lake), in the state of the same name, 
Central America; it is 140 miles long, 40 miles broad, 
and has an elevation of 140 feet above the Pacific. 

PXJEBLA, capital of the state of the same name, in 
Mexico ; taken by the French during the war ** in the 
interests of civilization," 1864-65. 

SAN JUAN DE NICAEAGTJA, in the tract of 
country called the Mosquito Coast, State of Macaragua, 
Central America ; a healthy town, and one of the best 
harbours on the coast; it is governed by an Indian 
chief under the protection of Britain. Exports hides, 
indigo, tobacco, sarsaparilla, and tortoise shell. 

TAMBICO, on the Gulf of Mexico, in the State of 
Vera Cruz, the second port in the empire ; it has con^ 
siderable trade, although the harbour is not a safe one* 

TEUXILLO, one of the chief seaports of Honduras, 
on the Caribbean sea ; is very unheidthy. 

VERA CRUZ, on the Gulf of Mexico, capital of 
the state of the same name ; the first port in the 
empire ; yellow fever is very prevalent. 

XALAPA, in the State of Vera Cruz, on the Gulf 
of Mexico ; exports drugs, principally jidap.

ASPINWALL, on the island of Manzanillo, Isthmus 
of Panama. It is the terminus, on the Atlantic side, 
of the Panama railroad; is built on a marsh, and is 
very unhealthy. 

ASSUMPTION, capital of Paraguay, on the Para- 
guay river ; exports tobacco, sugar, hides, bones, timber, 
and mat6 tea. 

AYACUCHO, a town in Peru; has a university 
and cathedral. Near this place the troops of Spain 
were finally defeated, and her reign in S. America 
brought to an end (1824). 

BAHLA, or St. Salvadoe, an important port in 
Brazil, and formerly the capital. Exports large quan- 
tities of sugar, cotton, coffee, and cocoa. 

BOGOTA, cap. of New Granada ; has a university and 
cathedral; most of the city is the property of the church. 

BUENOS AYRES, the Federal capital of the 
Argentine Eepublic, at the mouth of the La Plata 
river, is one of the most important ports of S. America ; 
its climate is exceedingly salubrious ; hence its name. 
Exports hides, tallow, bones, and bone-dust. 

COBIJA, the only port of Bolivia, is almost desti- 
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tnte of fresh water, being ntaate in the rainleee ttaet; 
ezport-s metallic ores. 

CALLAO, on tiie coast of Peru, the port of Lima, 
is strongly fortified; has a good harbour, and very 
extensive trade. 

CAEACGAS, capital of Yenesnela, is subject to 
earthquakes, by one of which, in 1812, it was almost 
destroyed ; it has a univBrsity and cathedral ; its port 
is La Gnayra, 16 miles distant. 

C ARTHAGEI^A, on the north coast of New Granada ; 
is strongly fortified, and has an extensire arsenal; 
was unsuccessfolly attacked by Admiral Temon in 
1741, when it was a Spanish colony. 

CAYENNE, on an island of the same name, capital 
of French Guiana; is a penal settlement — a mean- 
looking, wretched, and unhealthy town ; exports sugar, 
cotton, spices, and red pepper. 

CHUQUISACA, capital of Bolivia ; is the seat of 
the legislature and supreme courts ; it has little trade. 

CONCEPTION, in Chili ; one of the best harbouis 
on the Pacific ; exports tallow and hides. 

COPIAPO, the most northern port of Chili, situated 
in the rainless tract ; exports large qiumtities of metallic 
ores, principally copper and cobalt. 

CUZCO, capital of the state of the same name, in 
Peru, and the former capital of the empire under tiie 
Incas; it contains many interesting remains of its 
former greatness ; 11,380 feet above the sea. 

ESSEQUIBO, ariverof British Guiana, 600mileslong. 

GEORGE TOWN, capital of British Guiana, on 
Demerara river ; in an unhealthy situation ; the houses 
are of wood, and the streets very regular; exports 
coloured woods, sugar, coffee, and cotton. 

GUAYAQUIL, the chief port of Equador, on a 
river and gulf of the same name ; the harbour is one 
of the safest and most important on the Pacific ; it has 
a dockyard and arsenal. 
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."LIMA,. the capital of Pent, founded by PizaiTo in> 
1535, is a large and regularly-built city; the hou8e»» 
are seldom, of more than one storey, because of frequent 
earthquakies. The trade has declined ftom what it 
once was ; the port of lima is Callao. 

MABAG AYBO, a fortified port of Yenezuela^ at the 
entrance 'to the lake of the same name. 

MONTE VIDEO, the capital and chief port of 
Uruguay, and the rival of Buenos Ayres, at the mouth 
of the La Plata. Vessels trading here avoid the 
dangerous shallows which are met with higher up. 
the river; exports hides, tallow, bones, bone-dust, 
horns, &c. 

PANAMA, on the Isthmus, the Pacific terminus 
cxf the Panama railway; has a safe and commodious 
harbour, and an increasing trade. v 

PAEAMAEIBO, capital of Dutch Guiana, is a 
regularly-built town; the streets are planted with 
orange, lemon, and tamarind trees ; there is an exten- 
sive import and export trade, the chief exports being 
coloured woods, sugar, coffee, and cotton. 
-PASCO, in Peru, 14,000. feet above the sea, the 
most elevated town in the world. It is noted for its 
mines of precious metals. 

PERN AMBUCO, one of the chief ports of Brazil ; 
has a good harbour, with a natural breakwater of coraL 
Great trade in sugar, cotton, dye-woods, and timber. 

PORTO BELLO, a town of New Granada, on the 
north shore of the isthmus, is very unhealthy. Taken 
by Admiral Vernon, 1740. 

r QUITO, capital of Equador, is a large city on thei 
eide of the volcano of Pichincha, 9540 feet above the 
sea ; it has many times suffered from eruptions of the 
mountain ; its climate is very delightM, being a per- 
petual spring. 

RIO JANEIRO, capital of Brazil, beautifolly situ- 
ated on a fine bay, is the first city of B. America; 
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eccportB coffee, oocoa, gogar, bides, hams, timber^ 
tobacco, lice, lapioca, and drugs. 

SANTA FE DE BOGOTA. Sse Booota. 

SANTIAGO, (wiatal of tbe Republic of Chili; eoik* 
tains a university, cathedral, mint, &e. In Decembeiv 
1663, 2250 persons were burnt to death in a diurch, 
which took fire during a service, for which it had 
been gorgeously decorated with light drapery. 

TTJCUMAN, capital of the state of the same name,. 
in La Plata. Here, in 1816, was proclaimed the iz&* 
dependence of the Confederation. 

TUNJA, a town in New Granada. Near this place 
is the field of Boyoca, where the Spaniards were der 
fsated by Bolivar, 1819. 

YALPAE Also, in ChiH, the port of Santiago, and one 
of the most important on the Pacific; exports coffee^ 
]N:ecious metals, wool, indigo, hides» tallow, and drags. 

OCSAHICA. 

ADELAIDE, on the Torrens,^ capital of S. Australia ; 
a handsome town, regularly laid out, with numerous 
manufactures and a thriving trade ; exports copper ore 
and wool. 

AUCKLAND, capital of New Zealand, on the golf 
of Hauraki, New Ulster. Owing to its favourable 
•ituation for trade, the place i& rapidly increasing ill 
wealth and population. Founded 1840. 

B ALLARAT, in Victoria, on Nurriwillan river ; one 
«f the richest gold-fields in the world. 

BATAVIA, on the N.W. coast o£ Java, capital of 
the Dutch possessions in the East Indies; exports rice^ 
coffee, spices, and sugar. 

BATHUBST, on the Macquarie, in New Souti^ 
Vales. On the discovery of gold in Australia thi^ 
town rapidly increased, but it declined on more pro* 
fitable fields being opened up. 

BRISBANE, capital of Queensland, is a rapidly-in- 
creasing town on Horeton Bay; exports cotton and wool. 



BIJRRA-BUBRA., in S. AustaraUa, the name gmn 
to the most extensive copper mines in the vorld ; near 
them is the town of Kooringa. 

DUNEDIN, capital of Otago, New Zealand, is 
rapidly rising into importance in consequence of the 
discovery of gold in the neighhonrhood. The town 
was founded in 1848 hy a hody of Scotch emigrants. 

FREEMANTLE, in Westem Ansttalia, <m the Swan 
river, the port of Perth; it is now used as a penal 
settlement. 

GEELONG, in Victoria, on Port Philip, the second 
town in the colony ; its rapid rise is in consequence of 
the discovery of gold; it is the chief place for the 
export of wool in Yictona. 

HOBABT TOWN, capital of Tasmania, on the 
!Derwent ; the river admits of the largest vessels lying 
Alongside the whar£s, and an ext^isive foreign trade is 
carried on. 

HONOLULTJ, on the island of Oahu, is the capital 
of the Sandwich Islands, and has a large trade with 
the United States. 

LABUAN, an island off Borneo; ceded to Britain, 
1844, by the Sultan of Borneo ; good coal is found here. 

LAUNCESTON, on the Tamar, in the north of 
Tasmania; it is the second place of importance in the 
island, and has an extensive trade with the neighbour- 
ing colonies. 

MANILLA, capital of the Spanish possessions in the 
East Indies, on Luzon, one of the Fhilippiae Islands, 
.is a large, thriving town; noted for its extensivt; 
Government cigar manufactories. 

MELBOUfiNE, capital of Victoria, on the Yami. 
Tarra, was before the discovery of goM a mene village, 
bat is now a large and handsome city. Its trade is 
QDo^mous, it being the emp6rium for goods brought ^tom 
England, and the chief place for the export of f^old*. 

NOBFOLK ISLANI), about dOOnuiles N.W. of New 
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Zeakand. The descendants of the mutineers of the 
Bounty were removed here from Pitcaim Island in 1 857. 

OTAGO, a province of New Zealand, at the south 
of New Mimster. In consequence of gold having been 
found here lately, the colony has increased in population 
i greatly. Capital, Dunedin. 

OTAHEITE, or Tahttb, is the chief of the Society 
Islands, under French protection; exports arrowroot 
and sandal- wood. 

OWYHEE, the largest of the Sandwich IslaiAis. 
■Here Captain Cook was killed. 

PEBTH, capital of Western Australia, on the Swan 
river ;' a badly-built town, but finely situated. 

PITCAIKN ISLAND, in the Pacific, 130** W. 
longitude, and jiist below the Tropic of Capricorn; 
long the residence of the mutineers of the Bounty and 
their descendants, who. were removed to Norfolk Island 
in 1857 ; productions — bread-fruity sandal-wood, and 
arrowroot. 

POET ADELAIDE, in South Australia, on the 
Gulf St. Yincent; the first port in the colony^ and 
■sev^i miles from Adelaide. 

EAEATONGA, one of the Hervey or Cook's Islands, 
in the Pacific, at a great elevation. This was the first 
island in which John WiUJams, the missionary, laboured. 

SANDHUEST,'a town in Victoria, in the Bendigo 
district, the centre of a large gold mining country. A 
railway connects it with Melbourne. 

•SYDNEY, capital of New South Wales, on the south 
shore of Port Jackson, is a large and handsome town, 
containing several fine buildings. This place was in* 
tcaided as a penal settlement, and was founded for that 
purpose in 1 7 88 ; no convicts are now sent there however. 

WELLINGTON, in New Zealand, New Ulster, on 
a fine harbour called Port Nicholson; the first Engliah; 
setHeaent formed in New Zealand;
